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The New Narcotics Convention 

It is reasonable to expect, in the event of 
the required accession to the narcotics con- 
trol convention recently completed in the 
Geneva conference, that a better control of 
smuggling of narcotics will be the most 
helpful result of this latest attempt to pre- 
vent the misuse of such products. Basically. 
the new convention adds to the Geneva 
convention of 1925 much of the method 
which has been proved to be effective in 
the United States. It is aimed at the limi- 
tation of the manufacture of narcotics, both 
the derivatives of natural products and the 
inventions of synthetic chemistry. It at- 
tempts no restriction of the production of 
opium or coca; but if its provisions are 
accepted to the extent that is confidently 
expected, the cultivation of the poppy plant 
and the gathering of coca leaves from natu- 
ral or cultivated stands of the tree should 
be lessened. The problems of the misuse of 
opium and coca as such are comparatively 
local. International agreement might help 
materially toward their solution, but it is 
not essential thereto. 

As the new narcotics convention is based 
on a plan of co-operative estimating of the 
medicinal needs of the contracting powers, 
its success will depend largely on the atti- 
tude of manufacturers of narcotics toward 
the purpose of the regulations. It is only 
through the helpful co-operation of manu- 
facturers in the United States that the con- 
trol of the misuse of narcotics has been 
brought to a gratifying stage. It has been 
largely because of the operations of certain 
manufacturers in other countries that the 
misuse of narcotics in the United States 
persists to any appreciable extent. To lay 
the blame for the smuggled narcotics by 
means of which the outlawed traffic is main- 
tained to the extent to which it still exists 
in this country is difficult. Counterfeiting 
of labels is a common practice among those 
who have some part or another in the smug- 
gling of narcotics, but the new convention 
will afford a means of tracing much of this 
supplementary criminal operation to its 
source. There will remain the problem of 
eliminating the localized evil arising from 
the pecuniary sensitiveness and moral in- 
sensibility of those whose professional qual- 
ifications enable them, for a time at least, to 
cater to the habitual users of narcotics. 

Four points in the new narcotics conven- 
tion are of particular interest. One is the 
stringent limitation of export trade in di- 
acetylmorphine (heroin)—a product intro- 
duced as a non-habit-forming substitute for 
morphine but proved to be, perhaps, the 
most insidious of the opiates. A second 
point is the extension of prohibitive provi- 
sions to a number of complex compounds of 
the derivatives of opium and coca. A third 
point is the recognition, to an extent, of the 
necessity of controlling the manufacture of, 
and traffic in, narcotics not of themselves 
habit-forming but readily convertible into 
products capable of producing addiction. 
The fourth point is the requirement that 
new products of the phenanthrene alkaloids 
of opium or of the ecgonine alkaloid of coca 
shall be banned unless and until a govern- 


ment has been satisfied that such a product 
is of medical or scientific value. Manufac- 
turers’ claims for new “harmless” substi- 
tutes for “popular” narcotics will have to be 
substantiated. 

Some of the most interesting aspects of 
the new convention are presented in the 
“final act.” This portion of the convention 
was not signed by the United States dele- 
gation. One recommendation therein is 
that a model code for administrative func- 
tioning under the convention be prepared 
by the Advisory Committee on Traffic in 
Opium and Other Dangerous Drugs, and 
that such a code be used as a guide in fram- 
ing legislation for the application of the 
convention. The final act also includes a 
recommendation that the further provisions 
of the new convention be recognized by 
appropriate action with respect to the 1925 
convention, 

The German delegation stated that it 
could not accept another recommendation 
in the final act that governments consider 
the,. desirability of “establishing a state 
monopoly over the trade in, and if neces- 
sary over the manufacture of, the drugs” 
covered by the convention. This delegation 
took a similar stand with reference to a 
recommendation of governmental study of 
the possibility of applying the 1925 system 
of international control “to every prepara- 
tion containing any of the drugs included 
in group one [narcotics accepted as being 
capable of causing addiction] whatever the 
drug content of the preparation.” The con- 
vention calls for restriction of preparations 
containing even minute quantities of nar- 
cotics in an inert liquid or solid. 

The Danish, Dutch, German, Siamese. 
Swedish, and Swiss delegations could not 
accept a recommendation that governments 
consider the possibility of excluding pro- 
scribed narcotics from the benefits of most- 
favored-nation clauses in future commercial 
treaties and agreements. Another recom- 
mendation urges that the possibility of abol- 
ishing or restricting the use of heroin be 
examined. 

The conference recommended that the 
League of Nations be enabled to give prizes 
as a reward for the results obtained by re- 
search work for the purpose of discovering 
medicines which, although producing the 
same therapeutic effects as the proscribed 
drugs, do not give rise to drug addiction. 
As the league is quite well supplied with 
expert service, it is not likely that such an 
offer would help to launch another heroin. 

The new convention will be open for ac- 
ceptance until July 13, 1933. Pending its 
becoming operative through acceptance by 
twenty-five governments, manufacturing 
countries are asked to limit the output of 
the proscribed drugs as nearly as possible 
to domestic and export medical and scien- 
tific needs. The conference estimated the 
total present world requirements of nar- 
cotics to be:—Morphine, 9 tons; heroin, 2 
tons: cocaine, 5% tons. Voluntary restric- 
tion on the part of manufacturers would 
disprove many charges that are not exactly 
complimentary. 


Petroleum Embargo Impossible 

There is no authority under the laws of 
the United States for the President to de- 
clare an embargo on imports of petroleum. 
Declaration of an embargo on imports is 
conditioned on the performance of unfair 
acts in respect of importations. The At- 
torney-General of the United States has 
informed President Hoover that the im- 
portation of petroleum in the face of an 
oversupply from domestic production is not 
an unfair act any more than is the increas- 
ing of the supply by domestic production. 
It would appear that the domestic producers 
of crude petroleum, when they turn to gov- 
ernment for relief from demoralizing condi- 
tions in the industry, are guided more by 
faith than by facts with respect to the 
paternalistic powers attaching to political 
offices. That they are forced to seek gov- 
ernment assistance is open to little question. 
That they could, even at this late date, do 
far better through self-regulation is obvious. 

Conditions in the petroleum industry are 
exceedingly — serious. Persistent over- 
production of crude petroleum, in spite of 
a measure of restraint that keeps the total 
output below that in the past two years, 
has brought about a price situation that is 
fraught with disaster. Prices are 50 to 95 
percent below those prevailing a year ago, 
and the only promise of improvement seems 
to lie in the possibility that the buying con- 
cerns will be forced by fear of government 
intervention to the conclusion that they have 
gone much too far in their efforts to starve 
producers into submission to _ control 
methods. Particularly is it reasonable to ex- 
pect such an influence to become active, 
because some of the more prominent pur- 
chasing concerns have not taken kindly to 
the official or co-operative efforts to estab- 
lish an equitable curtailment. 

Big and little producers of crude petroleum 
are blamable in the failure of curtailment ef- 
forts. Both have fought—one here, the other 
there—the attempts to arrive at fair proration 
schedules. Some of those who now have shut 
in their wells were among the most stubborn in 
opposition to co-operative proration a few 
months ago. These are largely small produc- 
ers. Others who fought proration are still 
fighting every effort to reduce production i- 
sofar as such an effort affects their operations, 
These are large producers. In some instances, 
purchasing concerns which are also producers 
have posted higher prices in an evident pur- 
pose to break the ranks of smaller producers 
who have stopped producing until assured 
fair price for their oil. 

Yes; government aid is needed in the solu- 
tion of the problems which threaten disaster in 
the petroleum industry. The Federal govern- 
ment can do little, at best, in the way of direct 
relief. It can, however, and it should do some- 
thing to find out why certain interests in the 
industry have, apparently, but one purpose, and 
that is to get an advantage over others at every 
point. The structure of the petroleum indus- 
try is such that it is easy to crack a whip and 
even to apply the lash to compel submission to 
individual wishes. The industry’s marketing 
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scheme, from the well to the ultimate con- 
sumer, has long been economically faulty, as

try has made it possible to take advantage of

Baker Chemical in Unit 


The Pennsylvania Salt Manufactur- 
ing Company, Philadelphia, and the J. 
T. Baker Chemical Company, Phillips- 
burg, N. J., have jointly organized the 
Taylor Chemical Corporation of Dela- 
ware, which latter has succeeded to 
the assets and business of the Taylor 
Chemical Corporation of New York. 
Each company will hold a 50 percent 
interest in the new organization which, 
it has been stated, will concentrate 
largely on the production of carbon 
tetrachloride, for the production of 
which a new plant has been completed 
and put in operation at Wyandotte, 
Mich. 

The board of directors of the new 
company is composed of Leonard T. 
Beale, L. A. Smith, Charles W. Bow- 
den, and Paul Freedley, all of the 
Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing Com- 
pany, and H. H. Garis, J. L. K. Snyder, 
and R. A. Clark, of the J. T. Baker 
Chemical Company. Officers of the 
new company are as follows:—Presi- 
dent, Leonard T. Beale, who is also 
president of the Pennsylvania Salt 
Manufacturing Company; vice-presi- 
dent, H. H. Garis, who is president of 
the J. T. Baker Chemical Company; 
treasurer, J. L. K. Snyder, a director 
of the Baker company; secretary, L. 
A. Smith, also secretary of the Penn- 
sylvania Salt company; assistant 
secretary, R. A. Clark; and assistant 
treasurer, Charles W. Bowden. Mr. 
Clark is salesmanager for the Baker 
company, and Mr. Bowden is sales- 
manager for the Pennsylvania Salt 
company.

Svnthetic Resin Field Is 
Entered by Corn Products 


For the purpose of developing and 
commercia'izing a program of research 
in the synthetic resins field, the Corn 
Products Refining Company has reached 
an agreement with the Commercial 
Solvents Corporation whereby the 
two companies will particinate in the 
operations of the Resinox Cornoration. 
To accomplish this, the Corn Products 
Refining Company had acquired a 
substantial interest in the Resinox 
Corporation, which heretofore has heen 
a wholly owned subsidiary of the Com- 
mercial Solvents Corporation. 


The agreement between the two 
companies provides for the pooling of 
research data and experimental in- 
formation and representation of the 
Corn Products Refining Corporation 
and the board of directors of the Resi- 
nox Corporation, With this in view, 
George Moffatt and F. M. Savre, of- 
ficials of the Corn Products Refining 
Company and C. L. Gabriel, vice-presi- 
dent of the Commercial Solvents Cor- 
poration, have been elected to the 
Resinox board. The latter company 
was formed by the Commercial Sol- 
vents Corporation late last year to 
continue experiments on _ synthetic 
resins and other materials for which 
the company expected to develop sub- 
stantial markets. Laboratories for 
these experiments have been main- 
tained at Metuchen, N. J.

ate and similar polybasic types, re- 
sulting from the patent situation. 

It was stated that in connection with 
the growing importance of synthetic 
resins in industrial use, the manufac- 
turers of paints, varnishes, enamels, 
and lacquers have been interested in 
the possibilities of resins of the poly- 
basic type. Process and product pat- 
ents granted in connection with these 
resins have given rise to a situation 
that has somewhat retarded the devel- 
opment of their production and use 
There: are three commercial groups of 
these polybasic resins, variously des- 
ignated at “alkyd,” “glytal’” and 
“resyl.”

Obituaries 


Frank E. Bogart 


Frank E. Bogart, chairman of the 
board and president of the McKesson- 
Ferrand-Williams Company, wholesale 
druggist, Detroit, and former president 
of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association, died suddenly of a heart 
attack July 21 in the Henry Ford Hos- 
pital, Detroit. Death occurred several 
hours after Mr. Bogart had had a tooth 
extracted without an anaesthetic being 
administered. Mr. Bogart was sixty- 
six years old. having been born on a 
farm near Whitby, Ontario, August 4, 
1865. 

He came to the United States when 
about sixteen years old, after having 
obtained an education such as the 
rural communities of the time afforded 
and an early training in odd businesses 
as a boy. His first connection with the 
wholesale drug business was with the 
firm of Barrick & Roller, Philadelphia, 
whose employ he entered in 1883. Soon 
after this the firm was succeeded by 
that of Roller & Shoemaker, the latter 
being Clayton F. Shoemaker. Mr. Bo- 
gart remained with that firm for about 
two and a half years, working partly 
in the office and partly on the road. 
Taking the advice of Horace Greeley. 
he and a young friend moved west- 
ward, but went so far westward that 
opportunities were fewer than prophe- 
sied. Consequently he returned 
ward and stopped at Detroit. 

In that city he was induced to take 
up the development of a drug and 
chemical brokerage busiress then be- 
ine onerated by A. S. Brooks. He was 
engaged at that for three years, and 
when a split occurred in the old firm 
of Farrand, Williams & Co., in 1889, 
he became one of six partners in the 
firm of Farrand, Williams & Clark. or- 
ganized to conduct a wholesale drug 
business. Upon the death of Harvey 
C. Clark in 1902, the business was in- 
corporated and Mr. Bogart was elected 


east- 


vice-president and general manager. 
When the business was consolidated in 
August, 1928, with the McKesson &

Charged Against 53 


Manufacturers, Distributors,Paint 
Firms, and 37 Individuals 
Are Indicted 


BALTIMORE, 

As a result of an 
started almost two years 
operations of an alleged 
in extracting alcohol from lacquer 
thinners, paint removers, insecticides, 
and other products and diverting it to 
beverage purposes, the Federal grand 
jury summoned in the case returned 
three indictments today against six- 
teen corporations and thirty-seven in- 
dividuals. The jury had been in 
sion at intervals since May 4 and had 
heard some 150 witnesses, the names 
of those summoned having been with- 
held from publicity and virtually noth- 
ing allowed to get out as to the prog- 
ress of the inquiry until now. 

The indictments, which charge con- 
spiracy to violate the prohibition laws, 
name three large producers of indus- 
trial alcohol and their selling agents, 
paint and lacquer manufacturers, and a 
number of so-called “chemical” con- 
cerns. The individuals indicted in- 
clude officials of some of the corpora- 
tions named, sales managers, sales- 
men, and many alleged to have been 
operating plants to recover the al- 
cohol. 

When the case was started the ex- 
pectation was that it would be con- 
cluded in three weeks, but it was found 
necessary to extend the session of the 
grand jury three times. The alleged 
conspirators are said to have operated 
in New York, Boston, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Baltimore, Cleveland, Newark, 
and.in a number of other cities, and 
the value of the alcohol diverted is 
put at millions of dollars annually. 
Charges against about 125 corpora- 
tions and persons were investigated by 
the grand jury.

Narcotics Convention 
Reservations by U. S. 


Right to Impose More Stringent 
Control Reserved—Soviet 
Recognition Denied 


WASHINGTON, July 22, 1931 

The new narcotics convention just 
completed in Geneva was signed by 
the United States delegation July 18 
with six reservations to the effect that 
the treaty is not to prevent stricter 
legislation in the United States, that 
this government may have more time 
in filing certain reports, and that the 
United States is not recognizing Soviet 
Russia, although both are parties to 
the convention. 

The reservations are as follows: — 

(1) The United 
States reserves the for 
of internal control and control 
of import into and export from territory 
under its jurisdiction of opium, eoca 
leaves, all of their derivatives and similar 
substances produced by synthetic process, 
measures stricter than the provisions of 
the convention 

(2) The Government of the United 
States reserves the right to impose, for 
of controlling -transit through 
its territories of raw opium, coca leaves, 
all of their derivatives and similar sub- 
stances produced by synthetic process, 
measures by which the production of an 
import permit issued by the country of 
destination may be made a condition 
precedent to the granting of permission 
for transit through its territory. 

(3) The Government of the United 
States finds it impracticable to undertake 
to send statistics of import and export to 
the Permanent Central Opium Board 
short of sixty days after the close of the 
three months’ period to which such sta- 
tistics refer. 

(4) The Government of the United 
States finds it impracticable to undertake 
to state separately amounts of drugs pur- 
chased or imported for government pur- 
poses, 

(5) The plenipotentiaries of the Unitea 
States of America formally declare that 
the signing of the convention for limiting 
the manufacture and regulating the dis- 
tribution of narcotic drugs, by them on 
the part of the United States of America, 
on this date, is not to be construed to 
mean that the Government of the United 
States of America recognizes a regime o1! 
entity which signs or accedes to the con- 
vention as tlhe government of a country 
when that regime or entity is not recog- 
nized by the Government of the United 
States of America as the government of 
that country. 

(6) The plenipotentiaries of the United 
States of America further declare that 
the participation of the United States of 
America in the convention for limiting 
the manufacture and regulating the dis- 
tribution of narcotic drugs, signed on this 
date, does not involve any contractual 
obligation on the part of the United States 
of America to a country represented by 
a regime or entity which the Government 
of the United States of America does not 
recognize as the government of that 
country, until such country has a gov- 
ernment recognized by the Government of 
the United States of America.

Petroleum Embargo Not 
| Authorized by U.S. Law 


WASHINGTON, July 23, 1931. 

There is no authority in law 
for the President to declare an 
embargo on imports of crude pe- 
troleum or refined products under 
existing conditions. The Attorney- 
General of the United States, 
William D. Mitchell, has so ad- 
vised President Hoover at the lat- 
ter’s request following the 
ceipt of a petition from the exec- 
utive committee of the Independ- 
ent Petroleum Association of 
Texas. 

The Texas petroleum organiza- 
tion urged that a temporary em- 
bargo on imports be declared 
“pending the enactment of a pro- 
tective tariff by the next session of 
Congress.” The petitioners set forth 
that the domestic petroleum in- 
dustry, particularly the crude 
producing division, is demoralized 
because of over-production with 
consequent low prices, and that 
imports are further aggravating 
the situation. Apparantly it was 
believed that the President had 
authority to take such action un- 
der seetion 337 of the tariff act 
of 1930. 

The Attorney-General held that 
importation of petroleum in the 
face of an oversupply of domestic 
oil did not constitute an unfair 
act within the meaning of the 
law. He emphasized this point as 
follows:— 

In all works on unfair trade and 
unfair competition, and in the de- 
isions on the subject, there is found 
no suggestion that the mere import- 
ation of articles into the United 
States constitutes unfair competition 
or unfair trade merely because there 
is already an Oversupply of the ar- 
iicle within the United States and 
the effect of the importation is fur- 
ther to depress the domestic 
industry. ‘ 

If merely increasing the domes- 
tic oversupply is an act of unfair 
competition, not only the importa- 
tion but the further production of 
oil within the United States at the 
present rate would constitute un- 
fair competition forbidden by law, 
and surely no one~- would contend 
for such a proposition.

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Nitrate Price War 
May Succeed Cartel 


Forseen as Prelude to 


Dumping Stocks 
WASHINGTON, July 23 

The failure last 
international nitrates 
upon by Washington 
presaging a world-wide nitrogen 
war which may have serious effects for 
all but the very low cost producers. 

The only data reaching government 
officials are cables to the Department 
of Commerce to the effect that at- 
tempts to renew the cartel agreement 
Which expired July 1 have been aban- 
doned, although another attempt at 
agreement may be resumed in London 
soon, probably without the co-opera- 
tion of Chile. The department has 
also received a schedule of duties on 
nitrogen products imposed by Germany 
July 15. 

Observers, Outside the government, 
couple these with other facts to form 
the conclusion that the stage is set for 
a battle to liquidate enormous stocks 
of nitrates. One factor in the situa- 
tion is the investigation now being 
conducted by the Bureau of Customs 
into allegations that European sulphate 
of ammonia is being dumped in the 
United States at prices lower than pre- 
vail in Europe It is understood that 
European sulphate of ammonia is fall- 
ing in price in this country and that 
by-product coke producers and other 
sulphate of ammonia interests are se- 
riously concerned over this, situation. 

Plants for the production of nitrogen 
have been completed recently in prac- 
tically all European countries, many 
of them with a view to military self 
sufficiency in case of war, and it is 
well known that nitrogen productive 
capacity is much in excess of present 
consumption demands. Nitrogen syn- 
thesis capacity also has increased in 
the United States and it is probable 
that if necessary this country could 
produce all normal nitrogen demands 
Without imports. Stocks of Chilean 
nitrate are understood to be high. The 
international nitrate cartel which ex- 
pired July 1 called for reservation of 
the home markets of each country, 
maintaining prices, and allocating ex- 
port markets. It is understood that 
failure to renew was due largely to 
the German tariff, which chiefly affects 
Chilean nitrate; demands of Chile for 
a larger share of export markets; 
and demands of European countries 
that Chile subscribe a much larger 
amount than last year to a fund to 
indemnity European plants forced to 
curtail output, 

It is believed that the world nitrogen 
market will now be a free-for-all and 
thta in a prolonged price war Chile 
Will come out ahead of most of the 
European producers because of lower 
However, if the price war 
should involve the United States it 
is believed that American plants, be- 
cause of more modern equipment and 
efficient methods, could produce the 
cheapest nitrogen in the world with- 
out loss. Such a world price war 
doubtless will have serious interna- 
tional complications because of the 
fact that the Government of Chile re- 
ceives a large portion of its revenue 
from nitrate operations and is already 
in financial difficulties and because 
nitrates form one of the largest in- 
dustries in Germany and Germany is 
absolutely dependent upon exports to 
maintain her balance of trade and 
pay her debts, 

The new German duties on nitrates 
are thought by some to mean that the 
Germans foresee a price war and are 
taking this means to protect their 
home market now that international 
agreement has broken down, German

Receding Demands Noted As Summer Dullness 
Holds Sway -- Prices Held Evenly--Varnish Gums 
Still Without Activity and Prices Remain Nominal 


The function of Summer dullness 
continued in the market for paint, 
varnish and lacquer raw materials 
and activity among those products 
was distinctly lacking, from the angle 
of both price fluctuation and move- 
ment of supplies into consumption. 
Seasonal recession of activity was 
noted in many products that former!v 
had been featured with sustained 
movement since the Spring. Although 
slight in some directions, the inter- 
vals between withdrawals against con- 
tracts and spot replacement orders 
was well distributed through the en- 
tire line of products and a _ similar 
condition of dullness was expected to 
hold through the next few weeks. 

Prices for pigments, dry colors,var- 
nish gums and other raw materials were 
without a single reported price change. 
As a general rule the prices were held 
evenly with the knowledge that lower 
prices would not stimulate purchasing. 
In other directions where the need for 
cash was pressing as in some quarters 
in the varnish gum market, liquida- 
tion was in order at shaded prices. 

Last week the varnish gum group 
was just like in preceding weeks. 
Prices were entirely nominal on a very 
slow market and the quotations were 
almost wholly dependent upon the 
sellers’ disposition to either hold stocks 
for better prices or at least for mar-

Casein and other natural raw materials 
were similarly affected. 

Construction contract awards in the 
metropolitan New York area totaled 
$27,279,100 during the first half of 
July according to F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration. Public works and _ utilities 
contributed the largest sum to this 
total of the three major construction 
classes with $11,013,500. Residential 
building amounted to $9,613,800 and 
non-residential building to $6,651,800. 

The second quarter of the current 
year produced a larger amount of 
residential contracts than did the cor- 
responding period of 1930. The gain 
amounted to 21 percent contrasting 
with a first quarter increase over the 
same period of last year amounting 
to 65 percent. 

For the first half of the current year 
residential contracts were 39 percent 
larger than those reported for the cor- 
responding six months of 1930. This 
district was the only important area 
east of the Rocky Mountains to show 
a residential gain for the first half 
of 1931 as against 1930. 

Construction contracts awarded in 
the thirty-seven states east of the 
Rockies from July 1 through 15 totaled 
$127,098,200 according to F. W. Dedge 
Corporation. Non-residential building 
formed $48,305,100 of this total. Res- 
idential building amounted to _ $29,- 
745,500, and public works and utilities 
totaled $49,047,600. 


Metallic Lead and Zinc 


Again last week the lead market 
occupied a very steady position. Buy- 
ing was still conducted along rather 
moderate lines, many consumers hav- 
ing been covered for some time for- 
ward but the market held to its previ- 
ous steadiness on the knowledge of 
declining production. June lead out- 
put in the United States was 34,391 
tons, compared with 43,118 tons in 
May and 55,686 tons in June 1930, ac- 


cording to the American Bureau of 
Metal Statistics. Stocks of refined 
lead at the end of June were 139,698 
tons against 142,370 tons in May and 
155,501 tons at the end of June last 
year. The current price of lead was 
4.25c. per pound at East St. Louis 
and 4.40c. at New York. 

The slab zinc market eased a bit 
on Thursday because of a decline in 
the London market but steadiness re- 
turned on the following day and the 
closing price was unchanged from the 
weeks opening or 390c. per pound 
East St. Louis and 4.25c. per pound at 


New York. On Thursday zinc had 
been freely available at 3.87%c. per 
pound; East St. Louis. World pro- 


duction of zinc, according to corrected 
figures, was 80,786 tons.

Pigments 


Like in the immediately preceding 
weeks the pigment materials’ market 
was a very quiet one during the seven- 
day period under review. Activity at 
the shipping centers was distinctly 
lacking and throughout the list prices 
were without a quotable change. Lead 
pigments were particularly dull last 
week. 

White Lead.—The dry pigments were 
particularly slow movers last week. 
Small replacement buying constituted 
the week's activity. The list of prices 
was unchanged throughout. 

Red Lead.—With the metal market 
holding in an even position, the cask 
price remained unchanged at 7%c. per 
pound. The demand was light. 

Litharge.—Like other lead oxides, 
the price of this commodity was steady 
and unchanged last week at 6%c. per 
pound and demand was smal] and 
scattered. 

Lithopone. — Withdrawals against 
contracts last week were infrequent by 
comparison with previous weeks and 
the aggregate did not show a very 
encouraging quantity. The prices were 
steady and unchanged. 

Orange Mineral.—This was another 
lead oxide which showed steadiness in 
price as a reflection of the steady po- 
sition of the basic metal market. The 
quotations for cask quantities were 
9%c. to llc. per pound, dependent upon 
seller. 

Titanium Pigment.—This pigment 
continued in a steady position with 
64%c. to 6%c. per pound, named for 
car lots of the barium base product 
and 7c. to 74c. per pound for the cal- 
cium base material. 

Zinc Oxide.—Deliveries to rubber 
manufacturers continued to furnish 
fair activity in this pigment although 
in some directions the takings of rub- 
ber tire manufacturers were noted to 
have fallen off last week. The prices 
were unchanged. 

Barytes.—Again last week the char- 
acter of trading was quite the same 
as in preceding weeks. The prices 
were held firmly for the domestic 
product, but the imported article 
could have been shaded somewhat 
from the $27 per ton figure, according 
to some sellers.

Dry Colors 


A slightly receding volume of de- 
mands current, compared with those 
of recent weeks was noted in the dry 
color market last week. The recession 
Was mainly represented by greater in- 
tervals between withdrawals against 
contracts and slightly less quantity 
takes, all of which was attributed by 
sellers to the function of summer dull- 
ness. However, compared with othe 
paint materials, the dry color group 
continued to maintain a good margin 
of additional activity. The prices were 
without a material price change last 
week. 

Cadmium Sulphide.—There has been 
no change in the position of this ma- 
terial with softness still showing in 
spots and a slow demand at quotations 
of 65c. to 70c. per pound. 

Carbon Black.—The prices continued 
in a steady position with 3c. per pound 
being named for car lot quantities of 
the standard grade, f.o.b. Texas. 

Chrome Yellow.—In some directions 
the demand has not been so heavy of 
late because of the usual limit to sum- 
mer needs in the manufacturing con- 
suming trade. The prices were steady 
and unchanged. 

Iron Blues.—This group was anothe 
where sellers reported that the pres- 
ence of summer dullness had a slowing 
effect upon the withdrawals against 
contracts. The prices were firm. 

Iron Oxides.—Slowness was particu- 
larly noted in the market for these 
colors. No particular product in the 
group Was featured with any sort of 
leniency last week. Prices were un- 
changed. 

Umber.—Neither the American nor 
the Turkey grades contained any new 
or important features last week. Busi- 
ness was consigned to slowness, while 
the list of prices remained unchanged. 


Colors in Oil 


Sellers continued to report a sus- 
tenance of demand to ordinary sea- 
sonal proportions, but the usual move- 
ment at this time of the year is not a 
very heavy one. Prices for the group 
of oil colors were unchanged last 
week. 


Varnish Gums 


Slowness continued to surround the 
market for varnish gums. As previous- 
ly, the orders were few and far be- 
tween and the quantities involved were 
mainly for mere jobbing lots. Prices 
continued in a nominal position con- 
tingent upon sellers’ dispositions to 
either hold their supply or liquidate 
for cash. Primary markets were not 
prolific sources of new developments 
and prices in that direction were nomi- 
nal like on the spot. 

Copals.—Recent events in the Congo 
market have not altered prices from 
their previous, nominal position. Also 
the remainder of the list, including 
Pontianaks, East Indias, Macassars 
and others have not shown any ten- 
dency to shift from the quiet and pure- 
ly nominal price position that they 
have occupied for the past several 
weeks. 

Dammars.—The sales movement of 
the Singapore and Batavia gums has 
been a small one. The list of prices 
continued without change as the stand- 
ard Zatavia product was named at 
1014c. to lle. per pound and the No. 1 
Singapore article at 15c. to 15%ec. per 
pound. Both quotations were subject 
to shading. 

Elemi.—The past week did not pro- 
duce any new angles to the long dor- 
mant position of the market for this 
gum. The inquiry was small and 
prices were nominal around their pre- 
vious levels. 

Kauri.—Demand both for spot and 
shipment was small last week and 
sharing the position of the remainder 
of the natural gum group, prices were 
unchanged. 


Other Paint Materials 


The miscellaneous paint materials’ 
division of the market was another one 
where slowness was the outstanding 
feature. Through the list of fillers, min- 
eral whites and other commodities, 
there was no one product where it 
might be truthfully said that the 
movement into consumption was any- 
thing more than slow. Several of the 
mineral whites were at a virtual stand- 
still. Prices for this group of materials 
were also without change. 

Bronze Powder.—While the quota- 
tions for this material were not openly 
changed the market was subject to 
some price shading in effort to move 
goods. 

Casein.—The quotations were un- 
changed last week but the position of 
both the domestic and the Argentine 
materials were spotted with weakness. 
Although activity in the paper manu- 
facturing trade continued to run at a 
reasonably fair rate, other lines of 
consuming outlet were not at all busy 
in their purchases. 
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China Clay.—Sellers were unable to 
point anything of newness in this 
market last week.

The hide glue market was 
also quiet last week Car lot prices 
were as follows:—Bone glue, common 
grades, S« to 1K per pound: better 
grades, 1x to 15« per pound; and 
imported medal grades, 15c. to 1l7c. pe 
pound; hide glue, high-grade, 20c. to 
25c. per pound; medium grades, l6c. to 
20c. per pound; and low grades 13c. to 


lhc. per pound. 


Metal Leaf 


Continuing the indicated course of 
the previous weeks, July sales of metal 
leaf continued to run substantially be- 
hind those of the corresponding period 


in the preceding month. Shading of 
price was fostered further by the 
slowness of things The decorating 


trade was said to have been the pro- 
portionately slowest buyer during the 
eurrent month. 


Lacaver Materials 


The market for the various lacquer 
solvents moved through a strictly rou- 
tine trading week, with the dealings 
lacking an outstanding feature. Ship- 
ments against contracts reflected the 
seasonal letdown in a few of the basic 
consuming industries, but the market as 
as a whole displayed a steady to firm un- 
dertone. The price position of this divi- 
sion was unchanged. Althouch the deal- 
ings in ethyl acetate were ata c°ompara- 
tively slow pace, the market maintained 
a steady undercurrent. Although auto- 
mobile production held up fairly well 
last week, it was indicated that the 
major producers in that field were 
preparing to shut down during the 
ear'y part of August in order to allow 
retail sales catch up with production 
and for changeover purposes. 

Acetone. — Spot demand continued 
slow throughout the week, with major 
consumers limiting takings against 
contracts to actual requirements. Prices 
were unchanged? 

Butyl Acetate.—Usual buyers sup- 
plied the activity in this direction last 
week, with a decidedly firm undertone 
in evidence throughout the dealings. 
No change in the quotable range was 
uncovered. 

Buty! Alcohol. — Demand slackened 
last week in the spot market, with ma- 
jor buyers showing a tendency toward 
restricting commitments, but the con- 
servative character of the buying 
failed to disturb the firm undertone of 
market. Prices were unaltered. 

Dibutyl Phthalate.— No betterment 
was manifested in the call last week, 
but leading sellers were adhering firmly 
to previously established prices. 

Ethyl! Acetate.—Although the demand 
continued slow during the week just 
ended, the market displayed a slightly 
steadier undertone and prices were 
identical to those quoted in the pre- 
ceding week. 

Methyl Acetate.—Slow demand char- 
acterized the market for this product 
last week, but a firm undertone was 
a conspicuous factor in the dealings 
and prices were unchanged. 


Window Glass 


Manufacturers continued to hold 
their discount scale but last week were 
unable to report any shift from the 
dullness that has been in force for 
some time past. Production was still 
being held to low limits but so was de- 
mand, and there was little improve- 
ment in prospect, at least over the next 
five or six weeks, according to repre- 
sentative makers.

Moderate Changes in Southern and Local Turpentine

No broadening of business in naval 
stores was noticeable last week so far 
as the local market was concerned. A 
rather better inquiry for turpentine 
and rosin was noted in some quarters 
but as in recent preceding weeks ac- 
tual transactions were apparently lim- 
ited in most cases to comparatively 
small or moderate quantities. Price 
movements were narrow. 

The tone of Southern markets was 
steady or firm, changes in quotations 
at Savannah and Jacksonville being 
within relatively narrow limits. For- 
eign markets were about stationary, 
the tendency abroad apparently being 
to hold off for further developments in 
the situation on this side of the water. 
Business in primary markets, as re- 
vealed in official reports, was on a fair 
scale. Consumers, however, did not 
show much disposition to increase the 
size of their takings in primary mar- 
kets. In some circles in the South as 
well as here consumers seemed in- 
clined to await fresh developments in 
the affairs of the co-operative market- 
ing association. 

Statistical news concerning turpen- 
tine was rather unfavorable from the 
viewpoint of sellers though it was 
seemingly without much influence as a 
market factor. There were rains at 
various points in the Southeast, but 
the movement from the woods to the 
seaboard was rather liberal and stocks 
showed a further increase. Supplies 
in the three principal markets in the 
South are now .much larger than a 
year ago 

Rosin prices moved within 
limits in primary centers, the 
the markets at Savannah and Jack- 
sonville being reported as firm, There 
was a fair call for the various grades 
from domestic consumers, but demand 
failed to show the broadening that 
some had expected in view of the low 
prices prevailing and the belief that 
exists in many quarters that consum- 
ers are carrying small supplies. There 
was a further increase in primary 
stocks, receipts being considerably 
larger than shipments.

Naval Stores Freights 
In South Readjusted 


WASHINGTON, July 22, 1931. 


An adjustment of freight rates on 
naval stores in the South to exempt 
short and weak lines from the long and 
short haul provisions in the fourth sec- 
tion of the interstate commerce act has 
just been granted by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

The short lines are authorized to 
establish and maintain rates on naval 
stores between and via junction points 
on their lines on the one hand, and 
South Atlantic and Gulf ports and Ohio 
and Mississippi River crossings on the 
other hand the same as the rates con- 
temporaneously maintained between 
the same points via competing lines or 
routes, and to continue or establish 
and maintain higher rates from, to, and 
between intermediate points on the 
short lines. The order provides that 
the rates affecting these intermediate 
points shall not exceed the maximum 
basis laid down in the commission's 
last general revision of naval stores 
rates in the South. 

The order also stipulates: 

That on and after February 6, 1932, the 
relief herein granted shall not apply (1) 
where the distance over the short line or 
route is 150 miles or less and the longer 
line or route is more than 70 percent cir- 
cuitous; (2) whgre the distance over the 
short line or ro cceeds 150 miles but 
does not exceed 1iles and the longer 
line or route is n 0 i cir- 
cuitous; provided,” however, that where 
the distance over the short line or route 
exceeds 150 miles and the distance over 
the longer line or route does not exceed 
255 miles, relief will apply to such longer 
line or route even though the said longer 
line or route is more than 50 percent cir- 
cuitous; (3) where the distance over the 
short line or route exceeds 1,000 miles 
and the longer line or route is more than 
334 percent circuitous; provided, how- 
ever, that where the distance over the 
short line or route exceeds 1,000 miles and 
the distance over the longer Line or route 
does not exceed 1,500 miles, relief will 
apply to such longer line or route even 
though the said longer line or route is 
more than 33% percenS circuitous.

Refined Oil Futures Irregular Within Narrow Limits-- 


Southern Crude Offerings Continue Light--Lard Stocks 
Increasing-- Weather and Crop News More Favorable 


Local and Southern markets for cot- 
tonseed products were quiet last week 
and the general situation underwent 
little change though an improvement 
was noticeable in the character of crop 
accounts from some parts of the cot- 
ton belt. The attitude of traders in 
refined oil futures here was a wait- 
ing one and price movements were 
confined within narrow limits, the 
market being easily influenced by a 
small preponderance of orders on 
either side. 

The total transactions in bleachable 
refined oil futures on the New York 
Produce Exchange for five business 
days of the week were only 20 tank- 
cars. This compared with 48 tank- 
cars in the previous week. Closing 
prices on Thursday were 5 points lower 
to 5 points higher as compared with 
the final quotations of the previous 
Friday. 

Market news that may have devel- 
oped after this report was sent to press 
will be found on page 2. 


Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


A steady tone prevailed in most parts 
of the South. The Memphis market 
continued to show irregularity, but 
spot quotations were about stationary 
as a rule with the figures apparently 
more or less nominal owing to the 
prevailing quietness. Offerings contin- 
ued light and no change of conse- 
quence in the situation in this respect 
is looked for until the new crop sea- 
son gets under way although supplies 
of old crop meal, according to recent 
official statistics, are relatively large. 

Recent rains in various parts of the 
South have further improved the 
pasturage situation, accounting in 
some measure for the failure of feed- 
ing demand to improve. Also keen 
competition from other varieties of 
feed is being experienced, these prod- 
ucts being available at lower prices 
than are quoted for cottonseed meal. 
Quotations on the latter product in 
the Southeast were $21 to $22 per ton 
for 7 percent and in the Valley $24 
to $25 per ton for 8 percent. 


Cottenseed Oil 


The market here for refined cotton- 
seed oil futures was a small and on 
the whole decidedly uninteresting af- 
fair last week. Commission houses 
had few orders and local traders were 
disposed in most cases to do little more 
than look on. This policy of aloofness 
on the part of many operators was due 
largely to unfavorable developments 
in foreign political and financial af- 
fairs, and the opinion was expressed 
in some quarters that no broadening 
of operations is likely to be witnessed 
until the fear of the German situation 


has been removed through a definite 
agreement among the various nations 
involved. 

Also there was a disposition in 


some quarters to await further devel- 
opments in the general business situ- 
ation in this country as well as in the 
progress of the cotton crop before en- 
tering into fresh engagements on 
either side of the market. News of the 
week concerning business was conflict- 
ing and the same was true of reports 
regarding the cotton crop. Trade in 
many oils, fats and greases continued 
slow, manufacturing consumers being 
disposed to adhere to a _hand-to- 
mouth policy in making purchases in 
the absence of any improvement in de- 
mand for their products. Quotations on 
various commodities of this character, 
however, were well maintained despite 
the sluggishness of trade. 

Offerings of tallow from producers 
continued light with prices steady. 
Southern markets for crude cottonseed 
oil were quiet, but there was no in- 


crease in offerings and according to 


some no pressure from this source is 
likely to be experienced until the new 
season gets well under way. The ex- 
port movement of lard continued on a 


small seale and the trend of American 
lard prices in Liverpool was downward 
at times, although changes were com- 
paratively narrow. The weight of the 
hogs received in Chicago has _in- 
creased in recent weeks and the semi- 
monthly statement of lard stocks in 
that market made a bearish exhibit. 
The average weight of the hog arrivals 
in Chicago during the week ended 
July 18 was 262 pounds against 255 
pounds in the previous week. Stocks 
of lard in that market on July 15 were 
pounds against 50,819,840 
pounds on July 1 and 57,378,468 pounds 
a year ago.

The weekly government weather and 


crop report stated that the week in 
general was favorable to cotton. Mod- 
erate temperatures were the rule ex- 


cept in the more Eastern portion of 
the cotton belt, and showers occurred, 
many in generous amounts, in nearly 
all sections. There was some local 
damage by excessive rains. In Texas 
the condition of cotton is generally 
good in the Northern two-thirds of 
the state, but rains in the South were 
unfavorable, resulting in shedding and 
rank growth. In Oklahoma plants are 
growing and fruiting satisfactorily 
except in some dry areas in the central 
and western sections. In the central 
states of the belt showers were favor- 
able except where rainfall was exces- 
sive in some Southern districts and 
where too much moisture is causing 
rank growth in parts of Arkansas;

justments effected in the group of pe- 
troleum solvents, diluents and indus- 
trial naphthas last week. Both of these 
movements were in sympathy with 
the downward price movement that 
eccurred a week ago at the Midcon- 
tinent refineries. The position of the 
solvents and diluents’ market at the 
latter point was one of apparent stead- 
iness at the levels that were estab- 
lished a week ago, although takings 
by buyers were not more than suffi- 
cient to prevent stocks from piling up. 

Hydrocarbon gases were also steady 
during the week. Throughout the list 
of prices for butane, heptane, hexane 
and related products, there was not a 
single price change reported while the 
outward movement of supplies from 
refining centers into channels of indus- 
trial use was still light. However, the 
movement of propane in retail outlets 
was still quite active. 

The crude oil market took a turn 
for the better last week when one im- 
portant purchaser advanced the posted 
prices for OUklahoma, Kansas and 
North Texas crudes to 40c. per barrel. 
This action was followed by another 
important purchaser and, in effect, a 
third buyer joined in the advance. As 
a result, a good deal of interest was 
centered upon the progress of the 
crude market and the position of re- 
finery products tightened correspond- 
ingly with the firming conditions in 
crude, Gasoline, which was being 
broadly shaded in the bulk market 
here, was slightly stronger toward the 
close of the week. While it was still 
possible to shade the market, the sell- 
ers were not so anxious to cut prices 
while the crude position was advanc- 
ing. 

Total demand for refinery gasoline 
during the second half of 1931 will 
show an estimated increase of 3.7 per- 
cent over that for the corresponding 
period of 1930, according to committee 
on refinery statistics and economics of 
the American Petroleum Institute. Do- 
mestic demand will be increased by 
5.7 percent, but a 10 percent drop in 
exports was predicted. It was held that 
27,184,000 barrels of gasoline at re- 
fineries October 1 would provide ad- 
equate working stocks and contem- 
plating an increase of 3,100,000 barrels 
above working stocks between October 
1 and December 31, the committee set 
30,384,000 barrels as the limit for such 
stocks at the end of the year. 

Daily average production of crude 
oil in the United States during the 
week ended July 18 was 2,446,800 bar- 
rels, a decrease of 97,500 barrels from 
the preceding week, according to the 
American Petroleum Institute.

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Petroleum Refineries 
Gain in Number and Size 


The total capacity of petroleum re- 
fineries in the United States as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1931, was 3,987,685 barrels daily, 
which was an increase of 5 percent., 
as compared with January 1, 1930. Of 
the 1931 total, 93 percent. was operat- 
ing with an aggregate capacity of 
3,706,610 barrels, an increase of 2 per- 
cent over the previous year. This total 
capacity was obtained by 435 com- 
pleted refineries in the country as of 
that date, which compared with 412 re- 
fineries on January 1, 1930; according 
to the Petroleum Ecomonics Division 
of the United States Bureau of Mines. 
During the 10-year period, 1921 to 1931, 
the survey stated, the capacity of op- 
erating plants increased 107 percent., 
while in the same period the produc- 
tion of crude petroleum increased 102 
percent. 

Refineries were reported in 30 states 
with Texas leading with 98 plants, and 
California second with 69, though Cali- 
fornia led in capacity with 927,180 bar- 
rels against 860,875 barrels in Texas. 
Skimming plants ranked first in num- 
ber as to type of plant. there being 259

Second in rank came complete plants 
which, however, ranked first in aggre- 
gate capacity with a total of 1,953,980 
barrels, as compared with 1,293,280 
barrels for the skimming plants. 

In spite of-the.low cost of crude oil 
in 1930, cracking continued to expand 
and the production of gasoline by this 
method rose from 143,727,000 barrels in 
1929 to 164,243,000 barrels in 1930, a 
gain of 14 percent. The total daily 
charging capacity of cracking plants 
on January 1 was about 1,840,000 bar- 
rels, or an increase of 8 percent. There 
were 221 refineries with cracking equip- 
ment on January 1 against 201 in the 
previous year. The total number of 
cracking units completed or under con- 
struction on January 1 was 1,868, as 
cempared with 2,002 the previous year. 
In 1930 the total production of gaso- 
line by this method was 164,243,000 
barrels, an increase of 20,516,000 bar- 
rels, or 14 percent. 

Thirty-five types of cracking 
esses were lost in the survey, 
pared with thirty-eight a year 
Of the thirty-five, only six types were 
being actively licensed, six were used 
at only a few refineries, several were 
practically obsolete and a considerable 
number were being developed by one 
company. The number of processes 
developed by one company, it was 
stated, has shown a rapid increase in 
the last few years. The year wit- 
nessed a further gain in importance of 
the vapor-phase method of cracking, 
the total daily capacity of vapor-phase 
units completed or under construction 
increasing from 30,650 barrels on Jan- 
uary 1, 1930, to 45,600 barrels on Jan- 
uary 1 last. : 

Transportation of gasoline by pipe- 
line received its first great impetus 
last year, and that method of trans- 
portation appears likely to become an 
increasingly important factor in the 
industry, in which case it will increase 
the relative importance of the refin- 
eries located in or near producing oil 
fields.

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Canada Reduces Gasoline 


Values for Dumping Duty 


The Canadian government has again 
reduced the official valuations laid 
down for import duty purposes on 
gasoline from the United States. The 
revised valuations were established in 
a bulletin to Canadian appraisers, No. 
3726, dated July 11, and provide a basis 
for a dumping duty in addition to the 
regular specific import duty of 2% 
cents per imperial gallon. 

No imports of refined gasoline may 
be entered at less than their invoice 
values, nor at less than the fair mar- 
ket value as sold for home consump- 
tion. Valuations are based on current 
prices of crude oil in different fields 
and will be adjusted as crude prices 
change. If refined gasoline is sold in 
Canada at lower values, dumping duty 
will be applied, equal to the differ- 
ence between the fixed values and 
such lower prices, the dumping duty 
not to exceed 50 percent of the fixed 
values should the _ difference be 
greater than 50 percent. 

The original valuation was published 
in this paper March 9 and subsequent 
revisions appeared in the issues of 
April 13 and June 22. The latest re- 
vised figures-are as follows:

Cities Service Can Sell 
Stock Says Kansas Court 


The Shawnee County District Court, 
Topeka, Kansas, with Judges Whit- 
comb and Kline sitting, has declared 
unconstitutional the Kansas law under 
which the state’s Banking Department 
barred the sale in Kansas of stock 
of the Cities Service Company. The 
court overruled Attorney General 
soynton’s motion to dissolve a tempo- 
rary restraining order obtained July 
2 by the Cities Service Company. The 
judges permitted the introduction of 
more testimony relating to the effort 
the state Public Service Commission 
has been making to reduce the com- 
pany’s gas rates in 80 «-mmunities in 
Kansas. 

The court ruled that the statute 
authorizing the revocation of the sale 
of listed stocks defined no limitation 
or avenue of consideration, and del- 
exated unwarranted and improper 
power to the “blue-sky” commissioner. 
Other sections of the law were held 
to be valid, but the verdict restored 
stock issues of the Cities Service Com- 
pany to the same basis as other se- 
curities defined in the general law. 
The attorney general has indit&ted-that 
an appeal will be taken to the State 
Supreme Court. 


Oil Industry Inquiry Is 
Ordered by Texas House 


Summoned by Governor Ross Ster- 
ling to a special session for considera- 
tion of legislation to regulate petro- 
leum and gas production in the state, 
the Texas legislature convened July 
14 and as a preparatory step adopted 
a resolution providing for an investi- 
gation by the House, sitting as com- 
mittee of the whole, of every phase 
of the oil industry. The House also 
adopted a resolution instructing the 
Attorney Generiul of Texas to make an 
investigatiun of alleged violations of 
the anti-trust laws by major oil com- 
panies. He was authorized to appoint 
two additional assistants and an ap- 
propriation of $305000 was maide to 
carry on the work.

Oil Station Equipment 
Leasing Practice Ended 


The Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana will discontinue installing, loan- 
ing, or leasing service station equip- 
ment to resellers on and after August 1. 
Announcement of this change in mar- 
keting policy was made July 15, of- 
ficials explaining that under competi- 
tive conditions it has become cus- 
tomary to provide to retailers most of 
the equipment needed for dispensing 
gasoline or servicing motor cars. The 
discontinuance of the practice is un- 
dertaken in an effort to put its whole- 
sale business on a basis of straight 
commodity selling. The new policy will 
become permanent if the competitive 
situation permits. The policy will not 
be retroactive; that is, no equipment 
already furnished will be taken away 
from established accounts. 

Virtually all major oil marketing 
companies on the Pacific coast by in- 
dividual action have placed the dis- 
tribution of gasoline to dealers and 
the public strictly on a consignment 
basis, it was announced July 13. The 
move, made by concerted action, was 
described as “one of the most decisive 
and co-operative moves” yet made to 
maintain stabilized prices for gasoline 
in territory west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains.

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Asbestos Output, 1930 


Commercial production of asbestos 
in the United States in 1930 increased 
84 percent in quantity, but declined 
14 percent in total value, as compared 
with 1929. With the exception of 1911, 
the 1930 production was the largest 
output of chrysotile ever recorded in 
the United States. A compilation by 
the United States Bureau of Mines 
based on individual reports furnished 
by producers, indicated the total quan- 
tity of chrysotile sold or used by pro- 
ducers in the United States in 1930 was 
3,653 short tons, valued at $273,292, as 
compared with 1,983 tons, valued at 
$317,584, in 1929. 


The total average value. per ton, of 
chrysotile in 1930, including all grades 
of crude and mill fiber, was $74.81. In 
1929 the corresponding value was 
$160.15. The marked decline in av- 
erage value in 1930 was partly ac- 
counted for by the decrease in produc- 
tion of high-grade crudes Nos. 1 and 
2, mined only in Arizona, and by an 
increased production of the lower 
grades of mill fiber produced in Ari- 
zona, California, and Vermont. 

The compilation of reports from 
three producers of anthophyllite, or 
amphibole, mined in Georgia, Mary- 
land, and Washington, indicated a de- 
crease in both quantity and value of 
this type of asbestos in comparison 
with 1930. Because of the limited 
number of operators producing this 
material, the figures may not be shown 


separately. The average value, per 
ton, including high and _ low-grade 
material, was between $25.00 and 


$30.00 a ton. 


The figures for both chrysotile ana 
amphibole include high-grade and low- 
grade material; those of chrysotile the 
high-grade ecrudes of Arizona, and 
amphibole the high-grade long fiber 
from Maryland, used for making chem- 
ical filters, 

Chrysotile was mined in Arizona 
California and Vermont. There was 
a large increase in production of the 
mill fiber variety in Vermont, by the 
Vermont Asbestos Corporation, whose 
property is in Lamoille county, near 
Hyde Park. As compared with 1929, 
this corporation more than doubled the 
quantity of its sales in 1930, and the 
total value of the output was nearly 
twice that of 1929. Each producer in 
Arizona increased his output over 1929, 
but the total for this state showed a 
decrease because the number of op- 
erators dropped from 6 in 1929 to 3 in 
1930. 

Development work was continued at 
the chrysotile properties of the Ari- 
zona Asbestos Association, subsidiary 
of Johns-Manville Corporation, at 
Chrysotile; the Bear Canyon Asbestos 
Co., Globe; and the Emsco Asbestos 
Co., near San Carlos Adverse busi- 
ness conditions, however, prompted one 
operator to close down pending indus- 
trial improvement. 

The asbestos market in 1930 was 
characterized by overproduction, less- 
ened demand, declining prices, and by 
the accumulation of considerable 
stocks at the end of the year. Canadian 
producers attempted some curtailment 
of production during the vear, but the 
effort at stabilization was not entirely 
successful, since declining demand ana 
accumulating stocks characterized the 
industry to the end of 1930. The re- 
quirements of asbestos for new and 
improved uses were not sufficient to 
absorb the surplus reserves. Imports 
of asbestos in 1930 were 208,681 short 
tons, valued at $7,064,824, or 20.5 per- 
cent in quantity and 36.7 percent in 
value below those in 1929. Of partic- 
ular interest was the sharp rise in re- 
ceipts of high-grade crudes from Rus- 
sia and the sale of this material at 
prices materially below those for im- 
mediately preceding years. 

In 1930, market quotations for Ca- 
nadian chrysotile, f.0.b. Quebec, which 
govern domestic prices, were as fol- 
lows:— 

Crude -No. 1 was quoted at $550-$750 
a short ton in January and February, 
and at $475-$575 from April to Septem- 
ber, inclusive, when the price took a 
sharp drop to $375-$475 in October, anda 
declined further to $350-$400 in No- 
vember. and December. The range in 
price for this grade in 1929 was $550- 
$750. 

Crude No. 2 followed the general 
downward trend, quotations being 
$450- » for January and February 
when the price fell to $325-$375, which 
it held through October, and then fur- 
ther declined to $250-$275 in November 
and December. The range in price for 
1929 was $375-$575.

the South, but permitted exceptions 
from New Orleans and Baton Rouge in 
the form of lower key rates to princi- 
pal interior points.

Union Sulphur Loses 
Suit Against Texas Gulf 


Decision in favor of the Texas Gulf 


Sulphur Company was handed down 


Juiy 23 by the Texas Court of Civil

City. 


Two judges of the Kansas district 
court at Topeka entered a formal order 
July 17 for a temporary injunction 
against the order issued by the State’s 
“blue sky’ commissioner barring sales 
in Kansas of stock of the Cities Ser- 
vice Company. 


Coloring ordinary gasoline and sell- 
ing it as a high-test product is obtain- 
ing money by false pretenses and those 
guilty of this practice should be prose- 
cuted, according to advice given to the 
Missouri Inspector of Oils by the at- 
torney-general’s office. 


An oil case involving $10,000,000 has 
been brought before the Mexican Su- 
preme Court. It arises from a claim 
of the Compania Petroleo Commercial 
to oil lands in Amatlan, State of Vera 
Cruz, which have been exploited by 
the Mexican Eagle Oil Company. 


The Great Lakes Pipe Line Com- 
pany has appealed to the Minnesota 
Tax Commission for some form of re- 
lief from a multitude of taxes result- 
ing from assessments in every govern- 
mental division through which its 300- 
mile gasoline line passes in the State. 
The commission is of the opinion that 
it has no authority in the matter, and 
it will seek legislative relief. 


Voters of Maine will pass judgment 
September 14 on a bill enacted at the 
recent legislative session, to increase 
the gasoline sales tax one cent per 
gallon, making it 5 cents. Opponents 
of the bill have petitioned it to a ref- 
erendum under the initiative and ref- 
erendum clause of the State constitu- 
tion, and Governor William Tudor 
Gardiner has proclaimed that the 
plebiscite will be held the second Mon- 
day in September. 


The Pennzoil Company, Oil City, 
Pa., will seek permission, August 4, 
from the Pennsylvania authorities to 
change and amend its charter, accord- 
ing to a legal notice which has been 
posted by the company’s attorneys. 
The present charter was issued many 
years ago and the new one is intended 
to give the company a larger scope of 
operations to meet existing conditions. 
In addition to refining petroleum, the 
new charter will cover filling station 
marketing and the merchandising of 
various products from the stations. 


The Western Petroleum Refiners’ 
Association, which has its headquar- 
ters in the Cosdenbuilding, Tulsa, hag 
issued a new booklet entitled “Sum- 
mary of Statistics of Importance to 
Refiners,”” which contains exceptionally 
complete and valuable tabulations of 
petroleum production and refinery out- 
puts together with a variety of other 
statistical information. Dated July 1, 
the booklet will be followed with 
monthly supplements containing data 
with which incomplete tabulations may 
be brought up to date periodically. 
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Ferromanganese Project 


Aimed at U. S. Market 


Negotiations are being carried on by 
the Manganese Corporation, an African 
producer, with the Beauharnois Power 
Company in Canada with a view of es- 
tablishing a ferromanganese industry 
under favorable power conditions so as 
to be able to compete in the United 
States market. The African concern 
has proposed to supply the power com- 
pany with 100,000 to 200,000 tons of 
manganese ore annually for a period 
of fifteen to twenty years. 


Standard Oil Co. of N. J. 
To Build in Washington 


The Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey has awarded the contract for 
the erection of the million dollar build- 
ing in Washington, to be used as head- 
quarters for the district. It will have 
a service station on the ground floor; 
the second story will be occupied by 
offices of the company; and the third, 
fourth and fifth floors will be rented 
for offices, with the sixth floor fitted up 
for a garage, to James Stewart & Co., 
New York. 

Construction will be of stee] and con- 
crete. The ground floor will afford a 
clear space with no columns, and from 
the front of the structure there will be 
six entrance drives, with another off 
Second street and exits into Third 
street and an alley. There are to be 
twenty-four gasoline pumps, with an 
auto laundry, and lubrication depart- 
ments equipped with the Rosebrook 
system developed by Guy Lynn Rose- 
brook, supervising architect for the 
company. 


The cost of the machinery to be in- 
stalled in the basement is estimated at 
$100,000. The lubrication and laundry 
departments will be able to handle 300 
cars a day, and storage space on the 
top will accommodate 100 cars. Clyde 
N. and Nelson Friz, Baltimore, are the 
architects. 


Independent Oil Men Win 
Point in ‘Red Hat’ Suit 
WASHINGTON, July 23, 1931. 

A partial victory toward registra- 
tion of the “Red Hat” trademark has 
been won by the Independent Oil Men 
of America through a decision of the 
Examiner of Trademark Interferences 
of the United States Patent Office. 

In 1927, through a decision of the 
Commissioner of Patents, the associa- 
tion was awarded registration of its 
motor oils trademark consisting of a 
circle enclosing the words, “Red Hat,” 
and the picture of a red opera hat, in 
spite of the opposition of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana, which 
claimed it would lead to confusion with 
its “Red Crown” trademark. How- 
ever, this decision was reversed by the 
Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia in 1929, which agreed with 
the Standard Oil company’s conten- 
tion. 


Taking advantage of technicalities 
in Patent Office procedure, the asso- 
ciation is now seeking to register dif- 
ferent parts of its trademark inde- 
pendently. The examiner has ruled 
that it may register the picture of the 
red hat, but that the words, “Red Hat,” 
alone or used in connection with the 
rest of the trademark may not be reg- 
istered in the light of the court deci- 
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sion. Both parties are expected to 
appeal these decisions to the Com- 
missioner of Patents, and it is not un- 
likely that the commissioner's decision 
will also be appealed to the United 
States Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals, which now has this jurisdic- 
tion. 

These decisions do not affect the use 
of the trademark, but only its regis- 
tration. 


Corn Products Income 


The Corn Products Refining Com- 
pany reported net income of $5,494,265 
for the six months ended June 30. This 
was equal, after preferred dividends, to 
$1.82 per common share on 2,530,000 
shares, and compared with $6,641,261, 
or $2.28 a common share, in the first 
half of last year. For second quarter 
the net was $3,104,887, or $1.05 per 
common share, against $2,389,379, or 77 
cents a share, in the preceding quarter 
and against $3,488,918, or $1.21 a share 
in the second quarter of last year. 


Garden Sues Rigaud 


Mary Garden is suing Parfumerie 
Rigaud, Inc., this city, over the use 
of her name as a brand for cosmetics. 
She asks $100,000 damages and an in- 
junction to stop the company from ex- 
ploiting her name and portrait in ad- 
vertising its products.

Newspaper advices from Santiago, 
Chile, stated that the Chilean govern- 
ment declared July 23 that it would 
cancel the commercial treaty which 
has been in force between Chile and 
Germany since 1862. The government 
did not disguise its annoyances at the 
action of the German government in 
raising the duties on foreign fertiliz- 
ers. This measure, it was indicated, 
made impossible any agreement among 
the world producers who had met in 
Lucerne to end destructive competition. 


Alfred Houston, an official of 
“Cosach,” representing important 
American interests, conferred with 


the President of Chile, the reports 
stated, and explained the unfavorable 
position of the nitrate industry fol- 
lowing the failure of the European 
meeting. It was further stated that 
Mr. Houston had asked the Chilean 
government to take speedy measures to 
avert a still worse crisis in the Chilean 
nitrate industry, and as a result the 
Chilean. government had cabled to 
Berlin expressing its dissatisfaction 
with the German action. 

Reports from Paris July 24 stated 
that the French and Belgian govern- 
ments were considering the establish- 
ment of joint customs rates on nitrate 
imports. Other reports stated that the 
various national groups had withdrawn 
from the lime-nitrogen syndicate. 


I. C. I. Has New Blue Dye 


A new blue dye, to be known as bi- 
sulphine blue FFS, has been discovered 
by Imperial Chemical Industries, Ltd. 
The new color, included in the com- 
pany’s range of acid dyes, is said to 
give brilliant pure blue shades of ex- 
cellent fastness to decatizing, stoving, 
carbonizing, and acids, and to possess 
excellent level dyeing properties and 
leave cotton effect threads white. The 
firm claims this new dye has special 
value in piece dyeing either as a self 
shade or as a component of light mode 
shades. It is of interest to printers 
as a ground shade for the production 
of discharge effects and as an illum- 
inating color when used with stannous 
chloride discharges. It dyes the wool 
or silk in mixture materials from an 
acid dyebath, and leaves cotton, vis- 
cose, and acetate rayon entirely un- 
stained. 








Industrial Alcohol Income 


The United States Industrial Alco- 
hol Company has reported a net loss 
of $527,286 for the first half of 1931. 
This compared with a net profit of 
$552,485 reported for the corresponding 
period of last year. Operating income 
amounted to $81,361, which compared 
with $1,182,253 reported for the first 
half of last year. The company in- 
creased its depreciation for the period, 
charging off $608,648 as against $561,- 
483 for the same period of 1930.

Heavy Chemicals 


Quotation for Chrome Cake Is Reduced--Tin Salts 
Are Fractionally Lower -- Blue Vitriol Strong -- Soda 
Phosphate Steady--Copperas and Soda Acetate Firm 


Changes in the market for the in- 
dustrial chemicals consisted of the 
lowering of the quotations for chrome 
cake, tin crystals, anhydrous tetra- 
chloride and tin oxide. The bright 
spot of the buying was the movement 
of the seasonal commodities to the 
agricultural areas. Moreover, the fur- 
ther tapering off in the basic indus- 
trial activities failed to have any in- 
fluence on the steady undertone of 
the market as a whole. 

In an effort to stimulate buying 
sellers reduced the price of chrome 
cake. However, the reduction in the 
various tin salts was attributed to the 
lower quotation prevailing for the 
Straits tin market. Sellers basing their 
quotation for tin oxide on the daily 
fluctuations in the basic market re- 
duced the price fractionally, but other 
sellers were inclined to hold firmly at 
the 29%c. price per pound established 
sometime ago. 

Signs were apparent shat the copper 
sulphate season would be extended 
through the first week of the next 
month, with possibilities of a further 
extension through the second week in 
August Leading sellers reported the 
market for copper sulphate decidedly 
strong, and further stated that July 
shipments were far ahead of the same 
month a year ago. At the same time 
it was also indicated that the current 
season was the most active shipping 
season on record for many years.

—SESEEEESEESESESESESESESESESES 
ture as well as _ nicotine’ sulphate, 
moved to the agricultural areas with 
a high degree of regularity during the 
week just closed. Opinions differed 
about the trade regarding the puos- 
sibility of the usual seasonal short- 
age in nicotine sulphate taking place. 
Signs of such a shortage were not 
evident last week. 

Relief in the shortage of soda 
acetate was still lacking last week. 
At the same time the allocating of 
copperas by the leading producers be- 
came more stringent as a result of the 
further letdown in the steel mill op- 
erations. Steel trade circles were look- 
ing for a further recession in opera- 
tions during August. However, a bright 
spot in the steel situation was the an- 
nouncement that six of the’ major 
automobile producers were planning 
to maintain operations at a fair clip 
through August, which month is usual- 
ly given over in the automobile in- 
dustry to change over and inventory 
purposes 

The market for soda phosphate und 
aqua ammonia was not disturbed by 
the labor difficulties in the mills of Pat- 
erson, N. J. These consumers have been 
purchasing on a hand-to-mouth basis 
since the start.of the vear However 
present indications were that a general 
strike of workers would be called Au- 
gust 3, and, if such takes place, mill 
owners were reported to have decided 
to close down mills entirely rather 
than operate on curtailed schedules 
The definite disposition of the strike 
was expected to be learned early next 
week. 

Alums.—Major buyers of the sul- 
phate product were confining takings 
to actual requirements again last week, 


while the market for the other mate- 
rials in this group moved through a 
comparatively slow trading week All 
prices were unchanged. 

Ammonia, Anhydrous.—The exceed- 
ingly warm weather caused an expan- 
sion in shipments moving to major 
quarters of consumption against out- 
standing contracts. Spot market was 
fairly active by virtue of the occasional 
consumers covering for nearby needs. 
Prices were firm. 

Ammonia, Aqua.—No slackening in 
shipments was shown in this market 
last week as a result of the labor diffi- 
culties at Paterson, N. J., silk mills. 
These consumers have been purchasing 
on a hand-to-mouth basis since the 
start of the year. Quotations were un- 
altered. 

Antimony. — Demand continued to 
drag in the local market last week, 
with primary market cables indicating 
an easier tone in the trading abroad. 
Price generally quoted 6.75c. per pound. 

Argols.—A fairly active demand was 
experienced for the crude material last 
week, with the various other grades 
moving to major buyers in fair volume. 
Prices were unaltered. 

Arsenic.— Makers of the disinfectants 
continued to take a substantial volume 
of the white article last week, with 
sellers of the red product indicating a 
tair demand in evidence for that item 
also. No change in the prices of the 
previous week was disclosed. 

Barium Salts——Conditions in this 
market were relatively without change 
from those of the previous week, with 
an irregular call noted for the hydrate 
product, while the demand for the per- 
oxide material continued narrow. All 
prices were unaltered. 

Bleaching Powder.—An exceptionally 
slow spot market was noted here again 
last week, but leading producers indi- 
cated that a fairly good volume moved 
to the major quarters of consumption 
against contracts. The undercurrent of 
the dealings remained firm. 

Blue Vitriol.—The market for cop- 
per sulphate continued strong during 
the week under review, with indica- 
tions that the season may be extended 
throughout the first half of August. 
Leading sellers indicated that this sea- 
son was the most active in many years, 
with the season starting earlier and 
extending to later date. Shipments in 
July were said to be far ahead of the 
sales in the same month a year ago. 
Shortage in the large crystals con- 
tinued in prominence last week, but 
these same prominent sellers were in- 
clined to believe that the situation 
would be relieved within the next 
week. Quotations were unaltered. 


Calcium Chloride.—No interruption 
was shown in the seasonal shipments 
of this material to the agricultural 
areas last week. Quotations were 
identical to thosé in force previously. 

Carbon Tetrachloride.—A fairly ac- 
tive call was reported for the com- 
mercial grade again last week, but the 
buying failed to bring about a re- 
vision in the price structure of the 
market. A firm undercurrent marked 
the dealings in the chemically pure 
item. 

Chlorine.—Although the spot deal- 
ings in this market was a rather dull 
affair last week, shipments against 
contracts to the major consumers had 
measured up satisfactorily thus far in 
July, being only slightly under the 
volume of business realized in the 
same month a year ago. 

Chrome ‘Cake.—Leading sellers re- 
duced the price of this commodity 50 
cents per ton to $15.00 to $15.50 per 
ton. according to quantity. 

Copper.—The copper market yielded 
fractionally toward the close of the 
week to 7%c. per pound.

Copperas.—Producers were showing

This tightening on the sup- 
plies on hand by the producers was 
attributed to the further recession in 
the steel mill operations to a 30 per- 
cent capacity as compared with 32 per- 
cent a week ago. The tapering off to 
39 percent of capacity in ingot produc- 
tion brings the ratio within the low 
levels of operation in effect toward the 
close of the previous year.

Feldspar Sales in 1930 


Crude feldspar sold or used in 1930 
by producers in the United States 
amounted to about 171,788 long tons, 
valued at $1,066,636, or $6.21 per ton, 
according to statistics compiled by the 
United States Bureau of Mines. This 
indicated a decrease of 13 percent in 
quantity and 16 percent in total value 
as compared with 1929. About 91 per- 
cent of the total output and value in 
1930 was reports by producers in the 
Atlantic seaboard area, Maine to North 
Carolina, with the last named state 
reporting 60 percent of the total out- 
put, Maine second with 13 percent, and 
New Hampshire third with 10 percent. 
The average value of the North Caro- 
lina outnut was $5.75 per long ton: 
Maine, $7.11, and New Hampshire $8.01. 

There were 34 commercial grinding 
mills operated in 12 states in 1930. 
These mills reported 181,941 tons of 
ground feldspar sold in 1930, valued at 
$2,450,915, or $13.47 per ton, compared 
with 230,582 tons, valued at $3,296,252, 
or $14.30 per ton in 1929, a decrease of 
21 percent in quantity and 26 percent 
in value.

LONDON, July 15, 1931. 


The possibility of normal food being 
replaced by synthetic chemical sub 
stances was mentioned by Sir Hari 
McGowan, president of the Society of 
Chemical Industries, when he opened 
the British Chemical Plant Exposition 
in London this week Sir Harry was 
speaking of the need to be prepared 
for more rapid changes and faste 
developments in the future. There may 
be some which will conceivably change 
the nature of the clothing of the civi? 
ized human being, he stated It is 
possible that the present normal food 
of humanity may be replaced by some 
synthetic chemical product, according 
to him. He concluded that the possi 
bilities of the future are staggering 
to contemplate, and it is only by the 
still closer welding of the sciences of 
chemistry and engineering that these 
possibilities can be brought to a profit- 
able outcome.

Fertilizer Materials 


Sulphate of Ammonia Offered at $25 per Ton--Some 


Offerings Reported at $23--Interest Keen as Prices 
Precipitate Daily After Nitrate Conference Is Failure 


Prices for sulphate of ammonia con- 

tinued to precipitate downward last 
week. Since a week ago when news 
of the break-up of international ni- 
trates conference reached here, the 
market has declined steadily and last 
week sulphate of ammonia was bought 
here at what was probably the lowest 
price in history. As indicated a week 
ago offerings of sulphate by French 
and Belgian makers were quite heavy 
and last week these were joined by 
liberal offerings from Germany, Eng- 
land and Holland; both synthetic and 
ne material were offered for 
sale. 
: Following the heavy influx of offer- 
ings from abroad, prices for domestic 
sulphate of ammonia were also re- 
duced. A deep concern in the market's 
progresS Was evidenced by the buy- 
ers, but sellers reported that actual 
sales were not so large as might ordi- 
narily be expected by the low prices 
prevailing. The sellers, however, ex- 
pected that sales would be heavier 
within the next few days particularly 
since it was reported last week that 
European nitrate producers were to 
have met again in Germany on Friday. 
It could not be learned whether or not 
the Chilean interests would be repre- 
sented at the re.onvention. 

The collapse of the recent confer- 
ence, however, had no immediate af-

While it was considered 
likely that open competitive selling 
would result and also that the now 
over-due price schedule would be low- 
er, the sellers of Chilean material have 
not made any overtures toward new 
prices and were still quoting July de- 
livery at the June price of $2.05 per 
100 pounds for c&arlot quantities and 
upward, subject to rebate should the 
forthcoming schedule be lower. Do- 
mestic producers were following this 
movement, 

Sulphate of Ammonia.—As indicated 
a week ago the collapse of the nitrates 
conference abroad was a signal for 
sharply lower prices on this ammo- 
niate. Quotations for imported ma- 
terial which fell from $30 per ton to 
$27.50 at the close a week ago, were 
again lower last week at $25 to $26 
per ton, c.if. Atlantic ports and in 
one direction it was reported that $23 
per ton was offered. Quotations for 
the domestic material were lowered to 
meet the $25 to $26 per ton quotations 
by importers. Sales were made at the 
$25 basis. Since prices broke July 17 
there has been a lively interest by 
buyers, but sales were not so heavy 
as might have been expected because 
of the apprehension of some buyers as 
to the outcome of the investigation to 
determine whether or not the low- 
priced offerings from Europe were in 
violation of the anti-dumping law. To- 
ward the close of the week, however,

this fear was cast aside and buying 
was heavier; good-sized bookings were 
reported as having been made in the 
Baltimore area. On the other hand, 
the thought was expressed that any 
movement to prevent the availability 
of low-priced sulphate would meet 
with strong opposition from agricul- 
tural states. In checking back through 
our reeords for sixty years we find 
that present prices are lower than at 
any time during that period. 

astor Pomace.— Quotations con- 
tinue 1 nominally around $13 per ton, 
but there were no calls for supplies, 
according to the local suppliers. 

Dried Blood.—Since the return of 
quotations to $1.75 per unit, the spot 
market for the domestic product has 
been quiet. There were no important 
inquiries last week. Weakness was 
still reported from Chicago, but the 
quotations remained at $1.50 per unit. 
Importers continued to offer for prompt 
shipment at $2.25 per unit. 

Fish Scrap.—The prices held evenly 
with the most recent sales of unground 
having been billed at $3 and 1l0c. per 
unit-ton at the factories. Sales were 
few, with many possible buyers said 
to be holding for lower prices. The 
producers reported continued small] re- 
turns on the catch. Fish meal con- 
tinued at $50 to $51 per ton at Balti- 
more, while the wet acidulated product 
has remained idle since the downward 
adjustment of quotations to $2.50 and 
50c. per unit-ton. 

Hoof Meal.—Idleness was also the 
chief feature of this ammoniate. The 
quotations continued nominally at $1.50 
per unit-ton for the domestic article at 
Chicago and $1.85 per unit-ton for for- 
eign to arrive. There were reported 
offerings of domestic at $1.25, basis 
Chicago. 

Nitrogenous Material.—Material for 
shipment from abroad was still quoted 
at $1.80 to $1.90 per unit-ton, c.i.f. At- 
lantic ports, in face of reported spot 
offerings at Southern points for $1.75 
per unit-ton, 

Tankage.—Spot prices were cut last 
week, Offerings of unground were 
made at $1.75 and 1l0c. per unit-ton, a 
reduction of 15c. from the preceding 
week, while the ground article was of- 
fered at $1.60 and 10c. per unit-ton, 
also a reduction of 15c. The position 
at Chicago was without a material 
change, while the importers were also 
quoting their former prices.

The course of the potash market was 
unaltered last week from the season- 
ally slow progress of the immediately 
preceding weeks.

When the Chilean Nitrate Producers’ 
Association was dissolved, June 30, the 
Chilean Nitrate of Soda Educational 
Bureau automatically ceased to exist.

Phosphate Rock for Europe 


The annual report of the Moroccan 
phosphate produeing agency, the Of- 
fice Cherifien des Phosphates, placed 
the total European imports of phos- 
phate rock during 1930 at 6,300,000 
metric tons, which was 120,000 metric 
tons or 2 percent less than the im- 
ports in 1929. The Moroccan agency 
delivered in 1930 a total of 1,779,008 
metric tons of phosphate of which 175,- 
905 tons were for non-European 
destinations. European imports in 
early 1931 show a decrease because of 
a heavy carry-over of raw phosphates 
and superphosphates in the Fall of 
1930 and a decline in purchases by 
farmers in the Spring of 1931.

The price 
position of the market was unchanged. 

While the call for industria] benzo] 
continued slow the market displayed a 
firmer tone. At the same time the cur- 
tailment of the coke oven operations, 
coupled with a voluminous demand for 


the motor grade, brought about a 
shortage in that specific grade of 
enzol. 

While the automobile production 
during the week just closed held up

lacquer manufacturers were limited to 
actual requirements. However, the un- 


dertone of the market remained firm. 
The depleted condition of stocks 
abroad and a fairly active inquiry

The cumulative output of both coke 
and pig iron for the first half of 1931 
showed a sharp decline from the level 
of last year. For pig iron the decrease 
amounted to 39.2 percent, and for the 
coke it was 29.1 percent.

Montecatini it was stated that the in- 
dustry and trade results of the first 
six months of the current year were 
more or less on the same level as those 
of the corresponding period of 1930. 
Deliveries of pyrites maintained ap- 
proximately the same tonnage as dur- 
ing the first six months of 1930. While 
sales of superphosphates were consid- 
erably below last year’s mark, deliv- 
eries of nitrogenous fertilizers were 
reported to be satisfactory. Sales of 
sulphur and blue vitriol showed a con- 
siderable increase, and in the alumi- 
num industry practically the same rate 
of sales was kept up as during the 
first six months of 1930. It is also re- 
ported that exports of cellulose rayon 
to Germany, England and Spain were 
increasing, so much so that the output 
of the Pallanza plant had been brought 
up 2,000 kilos a day. In line with na- 
tional and international agreements, 
the sales of certain products, including 
nitric acid, lithopone ad_ titanium 
white, had been increased. 


British Dyestuffs Act 


Extension Recommended 


A select committee of the-House of 
Commons decided, June 26, to recom- 
mend that the British dyestuffs (im- 
port regulation) act be allowed to con- 
tinue in operation for another year. 
This act originally was to expire Jan- 
uary 14, 1931, but was allowed, afte! 
considerable dissention in Parliament, 
to remain in force during this year. 

As the recommendations of the select 
committee are usually followed in the 
preparation of the bill covering the 
continuance of expiring laws, it is ex- 
pected that this year’s bill will pro- 
vide for further extension of the dye- 
stuffs act.

Germans Recover Sulphuric 
Acid in Benzene Refining 


sulphuric 





In refining benzene with 


ac:d, German manufacturers have 
hitherto wasted practically all of the 
acid with the resins dissolved in it, 


according to information received by 
the Department of Commerce from the 


consul at Frankfort-on-Main. By 
heating with steam these resins could 
be converted into solid compounds 


which had to be dumped away, since 
no use was known for them. Only a 
small amount of regenerated sulphuric 


acid was recovered, the largest part 
being absorbed by the resins, which 
have a remarkable avidity for this 
acid. A quantity of naphthalene pres- 
ent in the acid made another part of 
it useless. 

A new process, the invention of Von 
Ufer, is being tried in the Ruhr dis- 
trict, and permits of almost complete 
recovery of the acid. The essential 
principle of this process is that the 
sulphuric acid is diluted with cold 


water while being stirred with benzene 
in the agitator. After a time the 
liquid is allowed to settle, and sul- 
phuric acid of 40 degrees Baume is 
separated. It is claimed that the sud- 
den admission of water sets free all 
unsaturated compounds, removes the 
resins from the acid and regenerates 
it. A part of the resinous substance 
changes into alcohols, and another 
part goes into solution in the benzene 
and is recovered during a subsequent 
distillation as cumarone resin. Should 
a small amount of resin remain in the 
acid, it comes up to the top after some 
time and may be skimmed off.

Prices For New Formula C. D. No. 5 Alcohol To Be 
Advanced 1¢ Per Gallon August 10--Menthol Lower 
On Spot--Hydroquinone Down Due to Competition 


Forecast of higher prices for dena- 
tured alcohol, and lower quotations on 
hydroquinone and gum opium were the 
leading features in the drug and fine 
chemical market during the past week. 
The market as a whole seemed to be 
steady as to price but the presence of 
keen competition was conceded in all 
quarters. Demand for seasonable spe- 
cialties was very fair but it was also 
subnormal in most respects. Produc- 
tion of most commodities has been 
curtailed during the past quarter and 
no sign of an increase in output de- 
veloped during the past week. 

Producers of alcohol notified the 
trade under date of July 21 that ow- 
ing to the change in denaturants to 
be used in completely denatured al- 
cohol formula No. 5, higher prices 
would become effective after August 
10. The increase was set forth as be- 
ing lec. per gallon. The companies also 
notified the trade that any increase 
in freight rates granted the railroads 
would be for the account of the buyer. 
Furthermore, they declared that al- 
cohol now sold on contracts but de- 
livered after August 10 would be in- 
voiced at the higher prices to prevail 
then. In order to secure the advantage 
of present prices, contract quantities 
must be ordered shipped at the earliest 
possible moment. 

Lower prices at which gum opium 
has been obtainable in the primary 
market were reflected in local quota-

lar material. Quotations for morphine 
and codeine salts have not been re- 
duced. Hydroquinone was lower un- 
der sharp competition that had pressed 
actively and persistently on the mar- 
ket recently. 

Menthol was lower on the spot and 
was still priced cheaper than the 
article can be replaced for at the pres- 
ent time. Lack of demand and com- 
petition offered the Japanese crystals 
by sellers of crystals made in Germany 
have been responsible for the depres- 
sion of prices to a point considerably 
below the present duty paid price for 
further shipments from Japan. 

Quicksilver seemed to be fairly 
steady. Mercurials reflected a firm 
tone with the exception of corrosive 
sublimate, which article continued to 
be somewhat unsettled following the 
several declines caused recently by 
competition. Cream of tartar was 
weak because of the presence of 
cheaply priced imported material. Cit- 
ric and tartaric acids were competitive 
but prices for them, as well as those 
for derived products, were without 
change. 

Acetanilide.—On contracts, the price 
was 23c. per pound for the USP article 
in quantities of 10,000 pounds of more. 
In lesser amounts, the article was 
priced at 24c. to 25c. Demand was re- 
ported to be moderately active. 

Acid, Acetylsalicylic.—The undertone 
of the market was steady. Demand 
has been reduced during the past few 
months, but volume was reported to 
be holding up well now, giving consid- 
erable support to prices at 85c. to 90c. 
per pound. 

Agar Agar.—Although it might be 
possible to shade the following quota- 
tions in some quarters, the prices 
quoted are considerably below the pre- 
vailing replacement costs. No. 1 was 
quoted $1.15 to $1.20, and it would cost 
around $1.25 to replace at this time; 
No. 2, $1.07 to $1.10; No. 3, 70c. to 75e. 
Demand was light, larger buyers hav- 


ing covered when the market was con- 
siderably lower. 

Alcohol.—Producers of alcohol an- 
nounced last week that effective Aug- 
ust 10 the quotation for C. D. No. 5 
made by the new formula would be 
priced le. higher than the present 
quotation for old C. D. N. No. 5. The 
present quotation is 24a per gallon 
in tanks and 27c. for car lots, drums. 
The price for the new formula C. D. 
No. 5 on August 10 will be 25c. per 
gallon in tanks and 28c. in car lots, 
drums. The higher price will be due 
to the increased cost to denature al- 
cohol under the new formula, and the 
action will be taken under Covenant 8 
in the present alcohol contract that 
provides “that any increased cost due 
to the composition of the alcohol must 
be assumed by the buyer.” Likewise, 
any increase in freight rates that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission may 
grant the railroads will be charged to 
the alcohol buyer. The present stocks 
of C. D. No. 5, new and old formulas, 
were reported to be limited, and so 
long as the supply lasts deliveries will 
be made at the present contract price 
of 24c. per gallon. Deliveries of new 
or old formula C. D. No. 5 are not 
guaranteed. No future datings are 
granted and buyers wishing to benefit 
by their present contract prices must 
order out shipments at the earliest 
possible moment, according to the al- 
cohol producers. The new formula 
S. D. No. 1-A costs 1c. more per gal- 
lon than S. D. No. 1, and any with- 
drawals of S. D. No. 1-A made against 
existing contracts and for S. D. No. 1 
will be invoiced at 1c. per gallon over 
the price stipulated in existing con- 
tracts for S. D. No. 1. All new sales 
of S. D. No. 1-A will be made on the 
basis of tankears at 25c. per gallon. 

Amidopyrine.—Somewhat more com- 
petition was reported in market for 
this article and prices were not quite 
so steady at $4 to $4.10 per pound. 
However, open quotations were not re- 
duced. 

Ammonia Citrate.—The producers 
continued to hold prices steady de- 
spite the recent reduction in quotations 
for citrie acid. Quotations for the 
citrate were 80c. to 85c. per pound. 
Demand was mainly of jobbing pro- 
portions. 

Ammonia Hypophosphite.—The mar- 
ket was $1 to $1.10 per pound, steady 
and without the influence of import- 
ant competition to bring about a 
change in the basic position of the 
article. Production has been scaled 
closely to conform to present consum- 
ing requirements. 

Amyl Acetate.—The principal pro- 
ducers of this article from pentanes 
has maintained a steady position of 
prices for a long time past. Accord- 
ing to most reports in the market, 
the article has had a conservative call 
sufficient to make for support of quo- 
tations. 

Antipyrine.—Steady demand reached 
the domestic producer of this article 
whose price at $2 to $2.05 per pound 
makes a firm market price against 
which foreign merchandise fails to 
eompete at the present time. 

Arsenous Chloride.—The leading sell- 
ers confirmed the market at $1.85 per 
pound, declaring at the same time that 
the movement into consumption was 
not very active at any time. 

Barbital.—Quotations were $3.75 to 
$4 per pound. One important merchant 
in the article declared that the foreign 
market had eased considerably. The 
spot has had easier tone of late. 

Bismuth Metal and Salts.—Quota- 
tions in the London market were re- 
duced to 6 shillings per pound at the 
end of the previous week. Spot quo- 
tations were not affected then and they 
were unchanged last week. Salts were 
also held unchanged. Demand:-has re- 
mained regular and about up to normal. 

Brucine.—Demand from denaturers 
of olive oil has held up well and the 
market has therefore retained a very 
firm undertone. Some sources of sup- 
ply are not backward in predicting 
further rise in the quotations for al- 
kaloid.

Milk of Magnesia Not a 
Proprietary in Minnesota 


Milk of magnesia, even when pack- 
aged for ready sale, cannot be sold in 
a store in Minnesota in which a li- 
censed pharmacist is not in charge. 
This ruling has been made by the 
Minnesota Supreme Court in the case 
of the State against the F. W. Wool- 
worth Company. 

The Woolworth company 
victed in ,a Minneapolis municipal 
court of violating the pharmacy law 
by selling a bottle of milk of magnesia. 
The pharmacy law of the State con- 
tains the customary provision that 
it shall not interfere with the making 
or vending of proprietary medicines. 
It defines drugs as including “all sub- 
stances sold for medicinal pur- 
poses.” The preparation sold in the 
Woolworth store was manufactured by 
the Skyes-Rigney Company, Philadel- 
phia, and was labeled “Milk of Mag- 
nesia, U.S.P.” 

Even though the manufacturer testi- 
fied that the product was made by a 
special secret process, with the aid of 
special machinery, and was “purer 
than the ordinary milk of magnesia,” 
and that, in its manufacture, “a few 
more grains of magnesium hydrate 
than the minimum required by the 
U.S.P. formula” was used, the court 
said that it found “nothing in this 
evidence to show that the preparation 
was a proprietary medicine.” 

On a second point, the court held 
that “a harmless household remedy, 
not a patent or proprietary medicine, 
sold and used solely or principally as 
a medicine, comes within the pharmacy 
law restricting the sale of drugs, medi- 
cines and poisons.” Holding that the 
legislature “might reasonably conclude 
that restriction of such sales would 
be of public benefit as a health regu- 
lation,” the court upheld the consti- 
tutionality of the law in this respect. 


H. A. Jacobs Is Sought 
For Bad Check Charges 


The Clyde Collins 
pany, manufacturing chemist, Mfem- 
phis, Tenn., has issued a warning to 
the wholesale drug trade and allied in- 
dustries, calling attention to the ac- 
tivities of a man named H. A. Jacobs, 
who has been misrepresenting him- 
self at several points in the South as 
associated with the company, and get- 
ting worthless checks cashed by cus- 
tomers of the company, among the lat- 
ter being the Monroe Wholesale Drug 
Company, Monroe, La., which cashed 
a check for $2.50. The Collins com- 
pany repaid the money to the Monroe 
concern and it is also ho'ding about 
$50 in other bad checks while an Okla- 
homa hotel is holding $60 in similar 
drafts which it had cashed on the 
strength of the Collins’ company’s fine 
reputation. The company has request- 
ed that anv information received as to 
the whereabouts or activities of H. A. 
Jacobs be communicated to the Fox- 
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W.L. Thompson Now LL.D. 


W. L. Thompson, president, John L. 
Thompson Sons & Co., Inc., wholesale 
druggists, Detroit, received the LL.D. 
degree at Rensselaer Polytechnic In- 
stitute, Troy, N. Y., at the commence- 
ment excercises this year. Mr. Thomp- 
son, who is a member of the board 
of control of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, for many years 
has been closely identified with educa- 
tional advancement. He is a member 
of the New York State Board of 
Regents, and a trustee of Emma Wil- 
lard School, Troy, the oldest institu- 
tion for the higher education of women 
in this country. 


Lambert Co. Income 


For the six months ended June 30, 
the Lambert Company, St. Louis, re- 
ported consolidated net profits of $3, 
572,529 after taxes and charges. This 
was equal to $4.77 per share and com- 
pared with $3,764,349, or $5.02 per 
share, in the first half of 1930. The 
net for the second quarter was $1,462,- 
222, which was equal to $1.95 a share 
on 748,996 capital shares and compared 
with $2,110,307, or $2.82 a share, in 
the preceding quarter and with $1,696,- 
‘082, or $2.26 a share, in the second 
quarter of last year. 

It was stated that the failure of 
sales to gain in the second quarter of 
this year as they did in the first period 
was attritubted to the general business 
conditions rather than to new or seri- 
ous competition.

E. F. Cook Is Awarded 
1931 Remingten Medal 


Prot. E. F. Cook, of the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy and Science, who 
chairman of the U. S. P. revision 
committee, has been awarded the 
femington Medal for 1931. 

The Remington Medal is awarded 
annually by the New York branch of 
the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation to the person “who has done 
most for American pharmacy during 
the preceding year or during a larger 
period of outstanding activity and of 
fruitful achievement.” In selecting 
Prof. Cook, the medal committee, 
cording to H. H. Schaefer, secretary, 
agreed that as chairman of the U. 8S. 
P. X. revision committee, Prof. Cook 
“maintained the prestige that has been 
attached to that internationally famed 
volume for several decades, and as an 
exemplar of high ideals in pharmacy 
has shed luster on the profession for 
many years, and as chairman of the 
U. S. PF. XI. revision committee is an 
outstanding figure in American phar- 
macy today.” 

The medal will be presented to Prof. 
Cook at the first Fall meeting of the 
New York A. Ph. A. branch.

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Alcohol Division 
Charged Against 53

contention of the govern- 
ment that the U. S. Industrial Alcohol 
Company, the U. S. Industrial Chemi- 
cal Company, the American Solvents 
& Chemical Corporation, and the 
Syrup Products Company are concerns 
engaged legitimately in making in- 
dustrial alcohol, but that they sold 
various quantities of their product to 
others of the alleged conspirators, 
knowing it would be used to make 
beverage alcohol. 

The method of operation of the con- 
spiracy was declared to be that one or 
more of the conspirators would buy 
under official permits a quantity of the 
industrial alcohol made in conformity 
with an approved Treasury Depart- 
ment formula and use it to manufac- 
ture a legitimate product, such as an 
insecticide. This insecticide would 
then be sold to a jobber, who in turn 
would sell it to another conspirator 
to be cracked and redistilled. Each 
of the persons or firms engaged in the 
different processes alleged to have 
known what the ultimate use of the 
product would be. 


Some Cases May Be Dropped 


Early arrest of most of the thiry- 
seven individuals named in the _ in- 
dictments is predicted by the prose- 
cuting officials. During the long period 
in which the grand jury was engaged 
in the investigations a close watch was 
kept on the movements of those under 
suspicion, and their whereabouts are 
said to be known to the government. 
At least one of the corporations, ac- 
cording to the United States District 
Attorney, was a dummy concern set 
up under the name of a chemical com- 
pany merely to deal in alcohol which 
was to be diverted to illicit uses. 

At the earliest, trials are not 
pected to begin until October or 
November. A strong possibility ex- 
ists that some of the cases will never 
come up, because of the desire of the 
Attorney-General of the United States, 
made known in the days immediately 
preceding the indictments, to deal with 
some of the corporations directly and 
without criminal action. 

It has been the plan of the Depart- 
ment of Justice to deal with com- 
panies suspected of letting their 
legally manufactured industrial alcohol 
get into the bootleg trade by imposing 
more rigid restrictions on them and 
threatening withdrawal of permits. 
Armed with the indictments, the gov- 
ernment can still do this, it is pointed 
out by some of those concerned with 
the investigation, and let the cases 
drop when the Department of Justice 
sstisfied that the restrictions are 
working.

Smaller Production of Botanicals to Be Offset by a 
Substantial Carryover Stock -- More Stability Noted 
In the Open Quotations--More Demand Reported 


Considering the fact that the pre- 
sent is usually the slowest time in 
the botanical drug market year, busi- 
ness during the past week was very 
fair in size. Inquiries involved quan- 
tities not especially large or attractive, 
yet disposition to purchase in small 
lots was greater and resulted in a 
very fair sized total volume of trade 
by the close of the period under re- 
view. Prices as a whole seemed to 
be fairly steady on the surface. 3e- 
neath the surface, however, it seemed 
certain that few sellers were inclined 
to lose an order if to shade the price 
would bring the business. The spot was 
still a market favorable for buyers 
with orders to place but it was pos- 
sibly slightly less so than it had been 
recently. 

The crop prospects for this year 
seem to be good. Because of the fact 
that less goods have been bought this 
year by dealers stocking against the 
demands of consumers later in the 
year, prices have been kept down ma- 
terially. It seems to be a fact that 
production of domestic and European 
botanical drugs will be smaller this 
summer than usual if the current de- 
mand for new crop merchandise serve 
as a criterion. 

The possible decrease in production 
of foreign and domestic goods may 
be offset by the fact that most dealers 
in the spot and primary markets pos-

sess a carryover stock of consider- 
able proportions. Business in the 
1930-31 consuming season was not 
normal and left stocks of large size 
on the hands of many factors in the 
trade. 

Purchase of new crop goods this 
year will be tempered by the fact that 
this carryover exists. The lessened 
production will be offset by the sub- 
stantial carryover and, hence, most of 
the better informed merchants do not 
expect that shortage of stocks will 
come when the consuming season gets 
well underway.

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Essential Oils 


Sharp Advance in Wormseed Prices Based on Forecast 
Of Lower Production--Excellent Carryover of Lemon 
And Bergamot Reported Abroad--Spearmint Easier 


Business developed minor, if any, im- 
provement in the market for essential 
oils during the past week. Somewhat 
more trading between dealers was re- 
ported, but trade with manufacturing 
consumers underwent little if any bet- 
terment. The price feature of the week 
was a rise in quotations for wormseed 
in anticipation of a reduced production 
this year, Distillation of peppermint 
has commenced. Spearmint production 
is underway, and the easier tone of the 
market forecasted a satisfactory out- 
put. Citrous oils were in fair-sized 
spot demand, but little was done in the 
way of import orders. Stocks of most 
Oils held by dealers were light, con- 
servatism having guided the purchases 
of most sellers during the past several 
months. 

The advance in prices for wormseed 
came promptly when reports from the 
production district forecast a much re- 
duced output this year. The acreage 
planted is smaller and a normal yield 
is not expected by many. However, a 
substantial carryover stock is believed 
to exist, and hence true shortage in 
supplies is not expected on the basis of 
information in hand at this time. 

Peppermint distillation has gotten 
underway, and with the beginning of 
operations more disposition to offer 
has developed in the middle west. 
However, the offerings were not nu-

merous and were mainly tentative and 
not firm. The weedy condition of much 
acreage has raised the question of 
quality. Dealers are disposed to wait 
until the question of quality and yield 
per acre has been answered before 
contracting for substantial quantities. 
The carryover stocks seem ample in 
size and a shortage does not appear to 
be likely. 

Reports issued by the Department of 
Commerce, being based on advices re- 
ceived from the United States Trade 
Commissioner in Rome, indicate that 
the carryover of berxamot and lemon 
oil stocks was large and that a reduc- 
tion in output would be offset to a con- 
siderable extent. Dealers here believe 
that the recent advances in prices will 
not be maintained abroad unless de- 
mand shall improve much over its re- 
cent conservative size. Demand for 
citrous oils out of spot stocks was fair- 
ly large last week, being seasonable in 
most respects. 


Essential Oils 


Almond.—Competition remained con- 
stant in the spot market, but most sell- 
ers managed to do business at un- 
changed prices throughout the period. 
Demand remained unimproved; it con- 
sisted of jobbing orders most of the 
time. 

Bergamot.—Prices here and abroad 
remained unchanged but local dealers 
lacked faith in the values quoted. in 
the primary market and were inclined 
to expect declines later on. According 
to a report issued by the Department 
of Commerce, the current season 
opened with a heavy carry over of oil 
from the previous year. In spite of the 
fact that the production of the fruit 
was not as abundant as the record year 
1929-1930, and the trees did not receive 
the same care from producers, the out- 
put of oil during the current season is 
estimated at about normal. Formerly 
foreign buyers placed their orders 
early, so that most of the oil was sold 
before produced. This year, however, 
the general economic depression in 
buying markets caused a considerable 
part of the oil to remain in the hands 
of producers. It is hoped by the pro- 
ducers that the Consortium of Berga- 


mot Growers, which was formed this 
year, will be able to negotiate sales of 
the oil with foreign buyers. 

Bois de Rose.—Prices held without 
further decline, but the market lacked 
major support from buyers and hence 
the situation continued to be favorable 
tor manufacturing consumers with 
orders to place. 

Calamus.—Only jobbing demand has 
prevailed in the market for this oil; its 
use has decreased steadily during re- 
cent years. Quotations were $2.75 to 
$3 per pound. 

Camphor.—Exports of refined brown 
camphor oil from Japan in 1930 totaled 
320,000 kin, valued at $46,000, and those 
of other kinds of camphor oil totaled 
324,000 kin, valued at $108,000. De- 
mand for camphor oil in this market 
last week was hand-to-mouth, and de- 
liveries were made at unchanged prices. 

Capsicum (Oleoresin).—The market 
remained fairly easy following the re- 
cent decline in official quotations of the 
principle makers. Quotations were 
$2.35 to $2.50 per pound and received 
but a limited support from buyers. 

Caraway.—Because of unsettlement 
in the Holland market for raw mate- 
rial, some buyers of oil expect the ship- 
ment price for that article to decline. 
Spot quotations were unchanged in a 
dull market. q 

Cardamom.—The recent advance in 
primary market prices for raw mate- 
rial has been maintained. Oil has not 
appreciated in value sympathetically. 
The market remained easy and com- 
petitive, though dull and almost inert 
us to demand. 

Cassia.—Routine trade was reported 
in fair sized volume and the business 
done Was sufficient to keep prices un- 
changed at 90c. to $1 per pound. Com- 
petition was still much of a factor in 
all trade. 

Cedarleaf.—The tendency was to 
shade prices, but as orders came in few 
and far between during the past week 
the general level of quotations was 
held unchanged at 85c, to $1.05 per 
pound. 

Cedarwood.—Some reports had it 
that spot goods had been bought at 
less than 37c. to 40c. per pound, the 
price usually quoted as the market on 
spot. However, the primary market 
situation has not changed, production 
being limited ane well engaged ahead. 

Citronella.—Cables offered Ceylon oil 
at slightly ae prices last week. Spot 
quotations were easier, but not 
changed. Java oil held at 52c. to 54c. 
per pound on the spot, but the recent 
advance in primary market quotations 
Was not extended. The market was 
steady here. 

Clove.—The situation remained in 
statu quo. Producers offered futures 
mainly, being little disposed to accept 
prompt delivery business in large 
amounts. The future delivery prices 
were understood to be attractive. Spice 
has remained steady for some time 
past. 

Cubeb.—The spot market was down 
to $2.50 to $2.95 per pound, quoted 
over the range according to seller. The 
price for raw material has changed lit- 
tle, but the absence of normal demand 
for the oil has led to the further shad- 
ing of spot quotations. 

Dill—Demand involving substantial 
quantities of oil made from weed con- 
tinued to make prices firm and free 
from competitive influences on the 
basis of $5.25 per pound. Oil from seed 
remained dull and easy under light de- 
mand at $3 per pound. 

Erigeron.—Buyers and sellers alike 
were aloof from the market, awaiting 
results of new crop distillations and 
the naming of prices for the oil pro- 
duced this year. 

Eucalyptus.—With prices low and 
easy, the leading buyers of this ma- 
terial for use during the season of 
largest consumption are able to cover 
their requirements at attractive quota- 
tions and in ample quantities. 

Geranium.—The spot market seemed 
to be easier. Withdrawal of pressing 
demand has left some sellers asking 
prices far higher than those at which 
spot goods are actually available. 
Stocks were reported to be ample in 
size, 

Ginger.—Oil was held for $4.15 to 
$4.35 per pound and was firmer in view 
of the higher prices at which raw ma- 
terial has been held during the past 
several weeks. Raw material was very 
firm at the recent advance. 

Lemon.—In view of the reports of a 
large carryover into the production 
season, buyers here have little confi- 
dence in the higher quotations devel- 
oped in recent weeks. They expect re- 
actions downward unless demand shall 
improve much over the limited busi- 
ness noted in recent weeks. According

Perfume Container Duty 


A change in the assessment of duty 
on empty perfume bottles imported in 
fancy paper boxes has been ordered 
by the Bureau of Customs. These for- 
merly were assessed 5 cents per pound 


plus 20 percent, under paragraph 1405 
of the tariff act, as manufacturers in 
chief value of paper, on the ground 
that box is more valuable than the bot- 


tle. The collector at New York re- 
cently attempted to assess the boxes 
and the bottles separately on the 


ground that they are only imported 
together for convenience and are sep- 
arated in order to fill the bottle. The 
bureau has now ruled that they are 
both dutiable at 75 percent as bottles 
under paragraph 218, as the boxes are 
not considered an unusual type of con- 
tainer and both articles are imported 
for perfume containers.

Demand in the New York mar- 
ket was very light. Most importers 
failed to report any orders at all and 
at the very best the transactions 
booked were few and involved small 
quantities.
